THE GREAT INTERVAL 
I 


N Easterner who was motoring in the great south- 

western area of our country studied a map to plot 
his itinerary. He decided that he wanted to see the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado River and then proceed 
north into Utah for a glimpse of some of the other 
natural wonders of the West. The route he sketched 
on the map called for a straight trip north, crossing 
the Grand Canyon from the southern to the northern

There is no such thing as a secret Christian 


rim. However, it took several minutes on the part of 
a friend who knew the country to bring him to the 
realization that the tiny fifteen-mile gap, which hardly 
showed on a small map, was not bridged by any road; 
and that, in order to get from El Tovar on the south 
to Bright Angel on the north, it was necessary to drive 
for hours ever desert roads. To the casual observer 
of the map, it seemed incredible that there was not 
some way to link the two great highways that come 
so close to each other. But, when the tourist stood on 
the south rim of the Canyon and saw the mile-deep 
chasm of twisted and tortured earth, he realized why 
his friend had told him to put an extra full day’s driv- 
ing in his itinerary. There was a gap that could not be 
bridged, but which had to be circled on a wide range. 


A Great Gulf Fixed 

We are reminded of this as we read the first two 
verses in the Bible. Probably one of the commonest 
errors in biblical interpretation is the thought that the 
first verse of Genesis and the second verse are closely 
connected in time. This error led many readers to 
believe that God had originally created the earth in 
chaotic form. Their minds had driv2n to the rim of the 
first verse, “In the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth,” and they too readily supposed it pos- 
sible to go right on into the next verse, “And the 
earth was without form and void, and darkness covered 
the face of the deep.” 

Yet there is no doubt that between the two there is 
a great gulf fixed. I say “no doubt,” for the matter is 
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amply demonstrated by the Scriptures themselves. Fol- 
lowing the close of the passage, the punctuation after 
the first verse of the Bible is a mighty period, or, even 
better, what the English grammarians call a “full stop.” 
In the beginning God created the heavens and the 
earth. Period. There is the divine prelude to the sym- 
phony of the Scriptures. That verse takes us back, back, 
back into the edges of a past eternity in which God, the 
Father, Son and Spirit, lived in that entirely sufficient 
majesty of being which encompasses Deity. If this had 
been recorded in the book of Psalms, there might well 
have been written here the word Selah—pause. Stop 
and consider. You are on the edge of an abyss. Some- 
thing happened to the heavens and the earth which 
God had created. Millions of years may have run their 
course during that first creation, and other millions 
may have elapsed in the interval between the two 
verses. We do not know. But there was an interval, 
and we can be absolutely certain that it was a great one. 


How to Read the Bible 

Our certainty rests upon the Word of God, and upon 
some of its statements about how we are to read its 
pages. An illustration is, perhaps, the best way to come 
to the heart of the method. Some years ago I entered 
the playroom of our home one evening, and found my 
two boys at work on a large picture puzzle which had 
been given one of the members of the family at Christ- 
mas. It was a very finely made puzzle, on three-ply 
wood, beautifully cut, and among its hundreds of pieces 
a score or more were designed in the shape of common 
things. The little sister, three years old, too young to 
match the intricately cut edges of the pieces, had been 
allowed to pick out those pieces which resembled 
articles she knew and arrange them in rows at the edge 
of the table. She was eager to show me what she had 
done. Here was a piece in the shape of a clover leaf; 
here was an apple, a wheelbarrow, the letter S, the 
figure four, an umbrella, a violin and a bird. To her 
mind those and the other shaped pieces were the most 
important things in the puzzle. To see them, and to 
identify something that was in her world, made it all 
very interesting. To her older brothers, however, the 
shape of individual pieces was merely incidental. They 
knew that the violin would become part of a cloud, 
that the umbrella would be lost in the pattern of a lady’s 
dress, and that the other figures would melt into flower 
garden and trees. 


Each Verse Has Its Place 

This illustration is almost perfect for the student of 
the Word of God. The unfortunate person who takes 
some text by itself and attempts to build a doctrine on 
it will be in utter confusion before he has gone very 
far. Only with this wrong type of Bible reading can 
anyone ever come to the absurd conclusion so often 
expressed, “You can prove anything by the Bible.”

Has your heart lost its burning desire after earthly things? 


When, however, the shape of the individual verse is 
fitted into the whole divine plan of the revelation of 
God, the full-rounded, eternal purpose begins to be 
seen; and the whole of the Word of God becomes some- 
thing so stupendous, so eternal, so mightily divine, that 
every rising doubt is checked immediately. There 
comes, then, a knowledge of the finality of God’s reve- 
lation which becomes as much a part of the believer as 
his breathing, or his sense of being alive. Any other 
possibility cannot be entertained even for a moment. 
The believer knows that the Bible is the Word of God, 
even more surely than he knows that he is alive. 

If we are going to understand the Word of God, we 
must have a spiritual attitude toward it. The Lord said 
that “the natural man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither 
can he know them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned” (1 Cor. 2:14). God refuses to reveal Himself 
to just any casual passer-by. The Lord indicated this 
when He said in the Sermon on the Mount: “Give not 
that which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast ye your 
pearls before swine, lest they trample them under their 
feet, and turn again and rend you” (Mt. 7:6). This 
same thought must have been in His mind when He 
prayed, saying, “I thank Thee, O Father, Lord of 
Heaven and earth, because Thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them 
unto babes. Even so, Father: for so it seemed good in 
Thy sight” (Mt. 11:25, 26). The fact that one must have 
a spiritual attitude that comes from spiritual life in 
order to understand the deep things of the Word of 
God is also the true meaning of the great verse which 
we quote in paraphrase: “For whosoever hath [new life 
in Christ], to him shall be given [knowledge of the 
divine plan and revelation], and he shall have more 
abundance; but whosoever hath not [the new life in 
Christ], from him shall be taken away even that [com- 
mon sense and deep learning that might make him one 
of the world’s leaders of the world’s thinking] he hath” 
(Mt. 13:12). 


Putting the Puzzle Together 

The proper method of Bible study, then, is analogous 
to the putting together of the puzzle. For any given 
doctrinal subject, read the entire volume, selecting 
every verse that bears on the truth under study. Put 
all of these passages together, and the synthesis of the 
result is the true Bible doctrine on the question with 
which you are concerned. A verse from Moses, and one 
from Ezekiel, and one from Paul, put side by side, each 
illuminating the others, fit into the perfect pattern of 
the whole design and give the whole light which God 
has been pleased to reveal on that particular theme. 
Taken one by one, the verses may be no more than 
mere shapes, meaningless so far as the over-all purpose

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Colombia Promises Freedom 
but Persecution Goes On 


President Gustavo Rojas Pinilla of 
Colombia told a group of forty-eight 
visiting U. S. newspapermen that his 
regime would protect Protestants’ free- 
dom of worship as

lombia and their treatment was raised at 
a press conference held by General Rojas 
in the Presidential. Palace. Highlight of 
the conference was a presidential order 
given in the presence of the publishers, 
editors and correspondents that hence- 
forth no outgoing press dispatches should 
be censored. 

In sharp contrast to reports from evan- 
gelical leaders, Rojas stated that Prot- 
estants had been mistreated only 
because they had meddled in the coun- 
try’s politics and helped elements hostile 
to the government. 

His promise that freedom of worship 
would be protected was in answer to a 
question asking whether his government 
would give unconditional guarantee of 
the safety of Protestants who attended 
strictly to their personal and religious 
affairs. 

But even as Rojas talked there was 
evidence that Protestants still were likely 
to expect opposition. It was apparent 
that the Roman Catholic Church resents 
the fact that despite persecution adher- 
ents to evangelical Protestant churches 
were increasing. 

Protestant church membership in 
Colombia has gained fifty-one per cent, 
according to a statement issued by the 
Evangelical Confederation during a con- 
ference at Ibague in August. 

Rojas’ statement of Protestant med- 
dling was denied not only by Protestants

but by many Catholics who say there 
have been attacks on Protestants as 
undesirable intruders in a Catholic 
country. 

James Goff, secretary of the Evangeli- 
cal Federation, reported that there had 
been six new cases of persecution since 
Rojas became president on July 13. 

The most serious of the new incidents 
was a series of attaeks on the house of 
the Rev. Samuel Heap, English Prot- 
estant missionary in the city of Chiquin- 
quira, about sixty-five miles north of 
Bogota. Heap reported that his house 
had been stoned daily for fourteen days, 
beginning July 15. Heap stated that the 
stonings by an unruly mob were incited 
by local priests and without interven- 
tion by the police. 

Goff, revealed that his organization’s 
records indicated that fifty-one Colom- 
bian Protestants have been murdered

because of their beliefs. Many of these 
deaths were caused by the actions of 
national police and government officials, 
he charged. 


YFC Invasion of Japan 


Two hundred teams of young Chris- 
tians opened simultaneous evangelistic 
crusades in sixty cities and rural areas 
of Japan as a follow-up to the week- 
long World Congress on Evangelism 
sponsored by Youth for Christ Inter- 
national at Tokyo. 

The two-week crusade was to be 
climaxed August 31 with a rally in 
Tokyo’s 40,000-seat Korakuen Stadium. 
Most of the 200 foreign and more than 
1,000 Japanese delegates to the congress 
paraded through downtown Tokyo for 
the only parade—other than the tradi- 
tional May Day marches—officials have 
permitted in the capital’s business dis- 
trict since the peace treaty. 

Another “first” was marked up by 
congress delegates when a group of them 
presented the first Christian program 
ever seen on the Japanese television 
network. 

A Youth for Christ basketball team 
of ten U. S. college all-stars, organized

for the purpose by Don Odle, athletic 
director of Taylor University, played two 
games with two Tokyo teams during the 
congress. 

Dr. Robert A. Cook of Wheaton, 
Illinois, YFCI president, told delegates 
that the World Congress and the subse- 
quent crusade “are not religious exhibi- 
tionism but, rather, a serious and adult 
attempt to tell everyone we can possibly 
reach in Japan that Jesus Christ can 
cleanse life of all sin and that there is 
hope for eternal life through faith in 
Him.” 

Delegates voted to hold their next 
world gathering in Brazil in the spring 
of 1955. 


Awakening in Java 

An Indian Christian is responsible for 
the organization of an evangelistic cam- 
paign launched by a group of Christian 
students in Java under the leadership of 
a young minister, the Rev. J. Siswodsidjo. 

In a wholly Moslem area 4,000 vil- 
lagers came to the meetings day after 
day. The success of the meetings was so 
great the national press and radio com- 
mented on it, which greatly helped in 
bringing increasing crowds. 


Tightening Circle 

The Indian Tribal People’s Service 
Association has named a five-man com- 
mittee to acquaint the Home Minister 
with “the proselytizing activities of some 
foreign missions among the tribes of 
India.” 

President of the Association is Dr. 
Rajendra Prasad, president of India. 
When the new constitution was framed 
the tribal people were made the special 
responsibility of the president. 

The Association’s executive commit- 
tee adopted a resolution charging that the 
proselytizing activities of some foreign 
missionaries might prove harmful to the 
interests of the tribal people and the 
nation as a whole. It called upon the 
government to check such activities. 

During the past ten years, the number 
of tribal people embracing the Christian 
faith has increased sharply, in some 
areas by as much as 400 per cent. 

Missionary activities in the tribal areas 
on the Eastern frontier received special 
attention early this year when Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru toured the 
region with the Prime Minister of 
Burma. It was reported at that time that 
Nehru had become concerned over “the 
activities of some foreign missionaries 
which resulted in certain tribal leaders 
asking for an independent tribal state.” 

Last April, the Home Minister, an- 
swering interpellations in Parliament, 
expressed the opinion that foreign mis- 
sionaries should cease “proselytizing 
activities” and restrict themselves to 
humanitarian service only. He said that 
proselytizing by foreign missionaries 
would not be encouraged in the country. 

Meanwhile, the National Christian 
Council of India, planning for the tri- 
ennial conference November 5 through 
10 at Guntur, South India, will empha- 
size the role of the church rather than 


missions. Theme of the meeting will be ©

missions that has marked Council con- 
ferences the last 25 years. 

In connection with the new emphasis 
the Council Secretariat has suggested 
that “churches should have representa- 
tion on the Council.” 

It is also proposed that “mission boards 
might be asked to consider whether their 
representation on the Council might be 
secured through missionaries nominated 
by the church with which they are inte- 
grated and associated.” 


Italy Getting More Tolerant? 

There was some evidence that the 
Italian government was softening in its 
campaign against Protestant missionaries. 

Four American workers affiliated with 
the Churches of Christ have been 
granted visas authorizing them and their 
families to live another two years in 
Italy. 

At the same time the Interior Min- 
istry announced that a decision’ will be 
reached within 60 days on the visa 
applications of three other missionaries. 

The Rev. Cline R. Paden of Brown- 
field, Texas, stated that he was confident 
that the Italian government. would renew 
the visas of five other missionaries now 
working in Italy. 


Red Czech Parrot 

Faithful to the anti-God ideology of 
his Soviet masters, Communist Premier 
Vilem Siroky of Czechoslovakia at a 
recent party congress parroted this: 

“Religion undermines the people’s 
confidence in their own strength, dis- 
tracts them from the struggle to make 
the world better and bids them reconcile 
themselves to the old order. 

“The Soviet Union has shown us the 
way to tame and alter the forces of 
nature; therefore religion is losing its 


material foundations and the reason for 
its existence. 

“There is an unbridgeable gulf between 
religion and the scientific ideology of 
Marx-Leninism. Therefore the Commun- 
ist Party members, who have embraced 
Marx-Leninism as their ideology, can- 
not be consistent, good Communists 
unless they find a way of eliminating 
religious obscurantism from their lives.” 


African Offers a Solution 

An african national leader from Kenya 
Colony has a plan which he thinks will 
solve the bloody Mau Mau _ uprising 
which has kept Africa in the headlines 
for months. 

He is Joseph Murumbi, general secre- 
tary of the Kenya Africa Union. After 
studying community development proj- 
ects in India, Murumbi left to present 
his plan to the British Colonial Office in 
London. Afterward he was scheduled to 
visit the U. S. to enlist aid for the 
economic and educational projects he 
proposes for Kenya. 

Murumbi’s plan is three-fold: 

1. Open up Crown lands in the Euro- 
pean highland sections of Kenya on a 
short-term basis under strict control and 
thus develop African reserves through 
community projects and cooperative 
effort. 

2. Give equal representation to Afri- 
cans in the colony’s legislative council 
as is the case in Tanganyika. 

3. Utilize the services of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization and World Health 
Organization.

Truth Will Triumph 


Evaluate The Evidence In Love 


FREEDOM: ACADEMIC AND 
OTHERWISE 

One of the great controversies of 
our time is the controversy over 
freedom. Right away let us realize 
that the only true freedom that ex- 
ists in this world is that which comes 
through the redemption that has 
been provided by the Lord Jesus 
Christ. ‘“‘If ye continue in my 
Word,’’ our Lord said, ‘‘then are ye 
my disciples indeed; and ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free’’ (John 8:31, 32). 

But leaving the realm of faith and 
eternal things, let us consider cer- 
tain problems of freedom on a lower, 
earthier level. We recognize that 
men like Hitler and Stalin have 
robbed millions of freedom, and that 
the various systems of which theirs 
are representative will always be at 
war with the fundamental freedoms 
of men. 

In our country there are great 
discussions over these questions and 
many Christians are in danger of 
being misled because they evidently 
do not follow some of their thinking 
to its logical conclusions. To the left 
there are those who cry out for un- 
bounded freedom of the press, un- 
bridled freedom of speech, unlimited 
academic freedom. To the right 
there are those who say, ‘‘ What is 
the use of giving academic freedom, 
for example, if it will lead to move- 
ments that will take away all free- 
doms?’’ 

Our nation has proved itself big 
enough to allow Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses, for example, to have their 
children in our schools, standing 
grim and silent while thé flag is be- 
ing saluted, and not joining in the 
salute. We recognize their right to 
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think that saluting a flag is an act 
of religious worship, though we 
think that they are foolish for think- 
ing that way. 

Is our country big enough to carry 
this same principle over into all of 
its political life? I believe that it 
must, and that if there is curtail- 
ment of some liberties all liberties 
will be menaced. Truth is big enough 
to stand by itself, and we must let 
error flaunt itself while we meet it 
with proclamation of truth. Roman 
Catholicism has created the Index 
and forbidden the reading of books ; 
evangelical Christianity has taken 
the attitude that free minds can read 
anything, and that truth will tri- 
umph. This will certainly be so in 
the lives of those who surrender to 
the will of the Lord, for this is the 
sense of the promise to which we 
have referred. That is why we have 
no banned books, no autos-da-fe, no 
rack and wheel. 

Should we have them politically? 
When absolute communism can be 
proven we should deal with it; for- 
eign Communists should be deported, 
treasonable Communists should be 
sent to the electric chair. But let us 
save the names for those to whom 
they belong. Let us stop calling men 
Communists who definitely are not 
so, and turn our efforts to positive 
proclamation of truth. 


OXNAM 

Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, 
former head of the National Council 
of Churches has now appeared be- 
fore the House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee to answer the 
charges that he had been a Com- 
munist, or that he had ‘‘served the 
Communist front.’’ At the end of 


the hearing the committee unani- 
mously approved a resolution stat- 
ing that it had no record of Com- 
munist party membership by the 
Bishop. Time summarized: ‘‘ When 
he stepped down from the stand 
Bromley Oxnam seemed clearly the 
victor over his congressional foes.’’ 

This whole matter brings up a 
question of discernment in the eval- 
uation of evidence. I have read, over 
the course of the years, almost every- 
thing that Oxnam has written, or 
that has been written about him by 
the extreme fundamentalists. From 
a strictly theological point of view 
it can be asserted—and the Bishop 
would be the first to concur—that 
Oxnam does not believe in the in- 
spiration of the Bible, or in the 
absolute deity of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. His religion—he would agree 
—is that of a brotherhood of man, 
founded by a Jesus who was little 
more than one of the prophets. He 
is a social liberal as well, and, natur- 
ally, a political liberal. But it is a 
far cry from political liberalism to 
Communism. The nation’s case 
against Oxnam would be much 
stronger if the attack were made 
where he is vulnerable—straight to 
the heart of his false theology—and 
kept there. The separatists only 
weaken our case when they call Ox- 
nam (and what is more ridiculous, 
Hromadka) a Communist. 

Serewtape, C. S. Lewis’ fasci- 
nating little imp, would probably 
whisper to many a man that he 
should call his demon enemy the 
Devil. For when it can be proven 
that a demon is not the Devil there 
will be many who will think that he 
is not a demon either. I am wonder- 
ing if our excess of temperament, our 
reaching for every possible weapon 
to throw at an enemy, does not 
arise from a lack of love. I am not 
going to allow anything to stop me 
from loving Bishop Oxnam, for ex- 
ample. It would be a wonderful 
thing if such a man would come to 
the place where he would acknowl- 
edge that Jesus Christ is Jehovah 
God, and that men are to escape 
eternal separation from God through 
faith in His redemptive work. If 
this should happen the wrong ele- 
ments of his liberalism in other fields 
would vanish in a moment. And I 
am going to pray that our bitter 
fundamentalist brethren shall learn 
the meaning of the thirteenth chap- 
ter of First Corinthians, and to ask 
God to give them the Holy Spirit of 
the evaluation of evidence. 
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WISHFUL THINKING 


I am disturbed at the complacency 
that lies behind some headlines in 
our national press. At the end of 
July, with the Korean truce in hand, 
the New York Times gives major 
headlines to GRUENTHER 
DOUBTS WAR WITH RUSSIA 
“TS EVER TO COME.’’ And in 
the next column, EISENHOWER 
HOLDS THE SOVIET EMPIRE 
WILL DISINTEGRATE. 

The President’s statement is taken 
from a letter which he addressed to 
Chancellor Adenauer of the West 
German Federal Republic. We can 
well understand the significance of 
such a letter in Germany, for news 
of it would get behind the Iron Cur- 
tain and would help in the cold war 
against Russia, But on the front 
page of America’s papers, especially 
when joined with such thinking as 
that expressed by General Gruen- 
ther, Supreme Allied Commander in 
Europe, the effect may be disastrous. 

There are disturbances in Russia, 
but the change of regime has not 
lessened the vast military potential 
that is there, nor has it changed the 
will of Communist leaders to follow 
the great Marxian line of world 
domination. When a snake sheds its 
skin it does not change its nature 
but still remains a snake. Stalin has 
gone and Malenkov has (perhaps) 
taken his place, but the system is 
the same. 

It would be disastrous to think 
that our troubles are over because 
there is a truce in Korea. We are not 
even sure that the talks which are 
to follow the truce will prove effec- 
tive. There is a possibility that hos- 
tilities may have to be resumed. The 
war in Indochina still rages. Iran is 
infested with Reds and there is 
grave possibility that they may be 
invited to take over because there is 
such urgent necessity of finding a 
market for Iranian oil. 

Through the years I have always 
read the headlines in the light of the 
great outlines of Bible prophecy. To 
me these indicate the preponderance 
of Russia at the time of the end of 
the age, the revival of the Roman 
Empire and the presence of a na- 
tional Israel between them. It was 
because of a belief in these princi- 
ples that I wrote, ‘‘ Russia Wins the 
War,’’ at the moment when Hitler 
was thundering at Stalingrad and 
the Allied cause looked blackest. It 
was for this same reason that I wrote 
that Franco would come to power 
at the same time that the New York 
Times editorialized that Franco 
could not win because the Loyalists 
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held the railroads, the mines, the 
ports, the factories and the great 
cities. 

We are now living in a moment 
when there is a breathing space in 
our struggle with communism, Let 
us not mistake it for the end of our 
enemy. He is there, he has not 
changed, and he is strong. 


PRESS RESPONSIBILITY 


Norman Cousins, brilliant editor 
of the Saturday Review, complained 
recently of the mishandling of the 
news by the daily press. He told of 
a lecture on the problems of South- 
east Asia that had been followed by 
a discussion period. The lecturer had 
given a sane and balanced presenta- 
tion of the situation in that troubled 
area. A questioner asked if the 
speaker thought that war was likely 
in the near future. The speaker said 
he had no way of knowing but he 
felt that no one should rule out the 
possibility. He proceeded to sum- 
marize two dozen factors that might 
have a bearing on the question. He 
stressed the negative side, however, 
and said that he, personally, was 
hoping for the best but believed that 
this was a field in which no man 
could claim expertness. The next 
morning the local newspaper pub- 
lished a prominent account of the 
talk under this headline: 


Says War Is Likety Soon © *° 
Mr... Cousins says, ‘‘In the past 
few years we have made a point of 
discussing this problem with dozens 
of people who have figured in..the 
news. Almost without exception, 
they were disturbed by the handling 
of the news of events in which 
they had a direct part. Invariably, 
they said they had made a con- 
scientious effort in the preparation 
of a talk to present a balanced 
and responsible view. Yet the news 
angling often gave a turn to the 
event or speech that defeated the 
very purpose of the speakers.’’ 
I have a suggestion to make that 
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could overcome all these difficulties. 
This nation should adopt as a part 
of its basic law the principles that ° 
are embodied in the French laws 
that govern the press. There is just © 
as much freedom of the press in 
France as there is in the United 
States. Anybody who has money 
enough to publish a paper can do 
so, and can say therein anything 
that he pleases. But if he mentions 
the name of any person and that 
person thinks that he has been 
wrongly handled by the news re- 
port, that person has the right to 
reply and the newspaper must give 
as much prominence to the reply as 
it did to the report. 

When I was living in France I 
once repted a hall (a dance hall be- 
hind a saloon!) and announced by 
handbill a series of six lectures on 
the evangelical faith. The town was 
an industrial one, largely composed 
of free-thinkers. The Catholic popu- 
lation was in small minority. But 
the local priest, with no other in- 
formation than the handbill, wrote 
a letter to the Catholic weekly, La 
Croix, in which he called me a com- 
mercial traveler from across the 
Rhine, a purveyor of false German 
theology, and warned people against 
attending any of my meetings if I 
should hold them in other commun- 
ities. 

When the clipping was brought to 
my attention I wrote a letter to La 
Croix. I remember that it began, in 
French of course, something like 
this: ‘‘I count as much upon your 
spirit of fairness as I do upon the 
rights which are given to me in 
Paragraph X, Section Y, ete., of the 
French code, to publish a true re- 
port of what I said in my recent 
lectures.’’ I then pointed out that I 
was not only not a German, but that 
I was a former officer in the United 
States Army, and then proceeded to 
give a ten-line summary of each of 
the six lectures which I had de- 
livered. The total letter was approx- 
imately seventy-five lines long, and 
the newspaper, which is, I believe, 
published by the Jesuits, printed the 
entire letter without comment and 
never bothered me again. 

I believe that if such a law could 
be adopted in the United States 
there would soon be a rising sense 
of responsibility on the part of all 
publications. There are papers (the 
New York Times is one of the best 
in the world, and others follow 
closely), which are objective and re- 
sponsible in all their dealings. They 
seldom have to priut corrections. 
















I want, if I may, to direct your minds and thoughts 
to an aspect of failure which I feel is possibly at the 
heart of a great deal of our Christian living and service 
today. It is what I would call a lack of visible evidence. 

I remember being tremendously struck some time 
ago when reading John’s impression of the ministry 
and testimony of the Lord, how he spoke thus: “That 
which was from the beginning, that which we have 
heard, that which we have seen with our eyes, that 
which we beheld, and our hands handled, concerning 
the word of life”—that which he heard, that which he 
saw, and that which he handled. 

I feel that in a great deal of our Christian endeavor 
today we have got that emphasis out of proportion and 
to many of us the idea of witness is the proclamation 
of the word of the gospel either from the vulvit of a 
church or in personal testimony, and we call that wit- 
nessing. When John was trying to assess the impression 
made upon his heart and mind by the ministry and 
witness of our Lord he referred to that which he had 
heard but he went on to refer to that which he had seen 
and to that which he had handled: declaration, yes; 
illustration, too; and still further, examination. 

Fruit is something which can be seen; it is something 
which is visible, it is something which can be handled. 
I want, for God has laid this upon my heart, to go very 
simply with you through the list covering the fruits of 
the Spirit because I feel that possibly the root of the 
trouble in the life of the Christian Church today is not 
that the Word of God’s truth is not being proclaimed; 
it is not being illustrated, and when it comes to exami- 
nation the fruit is bad. 

The lack of visible evidence: I recently heard the testi- 
mony of a young German who came from East Berlin 
to this country as a Communist leader. The thing that 
startled and awoke him was not what he heard; it was 
what he saw; and my concern, and I believe God’s

concern with us as Christians today and with the 
Church today is not whether people hear from our lips 
the accurate theology of the atonement but whether 
people can see in our lives the mark of Christ. 

The fruit of the Spirit: Fruit can be seen and handled. 
First, love. I wonder what evidence I could find in your 
life or you could find in mine of this aspect of the 
Spirit’s presence. There are two bits of evidence for 
which I would look. I would look, first of all, for the 
activity of love in service. The love of God was an 
active love. God so loved that He gave, and it may be 
that the lack of evidence in your life and mine is 
marked by a lack of activity. You do so little for Christ, 
for your fellow men, in the things of the Spirit you are 
a listener, you are not a lover. I would qualify that 
word “activity” as it has already been qualified. If we 
are to take it as evidence of love, for other forces than 
love are active in the world, the activity of love is 
bound up with a great desire for the happiness of the 
world. Love and a rare sensitiveness to the loved one’s 
needs and desires are the activities of love. I think of 
the activity of a mother’s love. My own mother when I 
had been away from home for some months and was 
expected home again was active, how the room would 
be prepared, how the favorite dishes would be cooked 
and made ready and placed on the table, and oh the 
great contentment in the mother’s heart that it was all 
for her son, the son that she loved, the activity of love 
in service. Oh, the sin of inaction! 

The second bit of evidence I should look for is not 
the activity of love in service, but the abandonment of 
love in surrender. When the claims of a true love come 
into the life of a man or maid and awaken responsive 
love, that love would give all, and how gladly the sur- 
render is made. Commenting on the words “Yield 
yourselves unto God,” Evan Hopkins wrote, “I like to 
remember in the spiritual life yielding means a ceasing 
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to struggle, a ceasing to resist and a ceasing to with- 
hold. It is the abandonment of the surrender of love. 
The hymn puts it: 

In full and glad surrender 

I give myself to Thee 

Thine utterly and only 

Forever more to be. 
I would look for that in your life. 

Do I find you flirting with the world? Do I find you 
a lover of your own self? Or the lover of the world? 

Joy: Is there a lack of evidence here. in our lives? 
Are you a rejoicing Christian? The world craves for 
happiness and some would claim that happiness is the 
only thing which man desires. If that be so, why are 
men everywhere not turning to Christ? Christ says 
“I am come that they might have life and might have 
it more abundantly.” Life is meant to be a joyous and 
a gladsome thing. The early Church was continually 
breaking into praise and doxology as if joy was always 
near the surface, if not always on their lips. 

What are the reasons why so many of us are not re- 
joicing? Is it because of a bondage which we cannot 
break? Remember the words of the Psalmist: “By the 
rivers of Babylon there we sat down, yea, we wept 
when we remembered Zion. Upon the willows in the 
midst thereof we hanged up our harps. For there they 
that led us captive required of us songs . . . but how 
shall we sing the Lord’s song in a strange land?” We 
cannot sing when we are in bondage. Then another 
Psalmist had a contrasted experience and he said: 
“When the Lord turned again the captivity of Zion we 
were like them that dream, then was our mouth filled 
with laughter and our tongue with singing.” 

Is there a lack of joy in your heart because of bond- 
age you cannot break, or is it because of a burden you 
cannot bear? I come across Christians from time to 
time who are overwhelmed with the need of the world, 
so overwhelmed with a sense of their own responsi- 
bility that they become so anxious and so keyed up 
that they seldom smile, and certainly not when they 
are preaching or witnessing to others. What has gone 
wrong? Surely it is that they are trying to carry a 
burden which belongs to the Lord of the harvest, for- 
getting that they are laborers. The Lord wants us to 
share His burden, but not to attempt to carry it. 

What evidence can be seen visibly in your life? 
Love: Joy— 

Peace: Peace, a calmness, a certainty, a quietness of 
heart and mind, a strong assurance that holds itself 
still in the hands of God. I want to think with you for 
a moment or two of two factors in life that can attack 
our peace, two of the hardest things to face in life, two 
things that lay before the feet of Jesus Christ Himself, 
when in that upper room He spoke in the shadow of 
the cross ere He entered the garden of Gethsemane. 
He said to His disciples, “My peace I give.” You cannot 
enter into the experience of our Lord at that time a 
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great deal, but I would suggest just two. things that so 
often rob us of peace and the first was denial in the 
Garden of Gethsemane. 

We are on holy ground. Listen, “Father, if it be pos- 
sible”—listen, “It is not possible.” “Father, not My will 
but thine be done.” Do you think it was easy for Christ 
to die there? And He died such a death when at the 
prime of His manhood. He craved for life, and life was 
denied. You have been able to. go through some Geth- 
semane when agony tore your heart and mind and your 
sweat was as it were great drops of blood, when there 
was something for which you grieved with all your 
heart and you cried to God, “If it be possible” and God 
said “No.” You have come out of the Garden of Geth- 
semane as Christ came with a surrendered heart and on 
your face as on His peace. 

The times of denial and the times of desertion! Tell 
me, is not loneliness one of the hardest things in life 
to face? And our Lord, having come out of that vic- 
tory end having overcome that temptation and trial, 
what is the next thing that happened? They all forsook 
Him and fled. The bond of human understanding and 
affection in the dark are loosened; those who were His 
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Two brothers in the retail coal business had an intricate 
problem. “It’s a fine thing for you to go to church,” said 
one brother to the other, “but if | get religion too, who'll 
weight the coal?” Even the unsaved recognize that true faith 
will change the duct of the life. Though they will not 
admit it, the reason men remain outside of Christ is because 
of sin. “This is the condemnation, that light is come into the 
world and men love darkness rather than light because their 
deeds are evil.” it may not be the evil of short-weighing 
coal; it may be the evil of colossal pride that feels itself 
superior to a spiritual need. But it remains true that “men 
love darkness rather than light because their deeds are evil” 
(John 3:19). 
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The tord hath prepared His throne in the Heavens; and 


His kingdom ruleth over all. 


THE END OF AIL DICTATORS 


The rise and fall of dictators fol- 
lows a pattern. That is why we need 
not fear the permanence of any of 
these movements, though théymay 
be terrible in their rise and worse in 
their fall. Punch, the famed Eng- 
lish magazine of ‘‘humor,’’ has an 
interesting parody of the dance 
tune, ‘‘Begin the Beguine.’’ They 
write 


When they begin, like Naguib, 
To turn on the heat, 
to blow on the ember, 
It’s a technique we sadly remember — 
Others began like Naguib. 


But the end of all dictators is 
Hell. This is definitely taught in 
Isaiah 14:9, where the doom of the 
“‘chief ones’’ is set forth by God. 


FREEDOM TO READ 


The American Library Associa- 
tion, at its 72nd annual conference, 
held at Los Angeles at the beginning 
of the summer, issued a most im- 
portant manifesto on the qvestion of 
freedom to read. Stirred up by the 
inquisition concerning supposedly 
subversive literature of the State 
Department’s information centers, 
the library association set forth, 
magnificently, the truth about books 
as instruments of freedom. The 
whole of the manifesto on freedom 
to read and the resolution on the 
overseas libraries are worth printing 
as a whole, but as space forbids we 
call the attention of our readers to 
these fine documents, which are to 
be found in full in the Saturday 
Review for July 11, 1953. They are 
also to be found in full in the New 
York Times. 
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CRISIS IN INDIA 

The Christian Century for July 
29th has an exce'lent article under 
the tit'e ‘‘India Next?’’ After set- 
ting forth the tremendous drive of 
the movement to end missionary 
work in India the Century asks, 
‘* Are the mission boards of the West 
preparing their constituencies for 
any such future in India, or adapt- 
ing their missionary policies to ward 
off another debacle [like China] 
there? No. The members of the 
American churches (we are not in a 
position to speak on what is hap- 
pening in other countries)—the 


members of the American churches. 


are almost entirely ignorant of the 
stérm gathering over their mission- 
aries in India... .”’ 

We have issued several warnings 
in this direction. In our July issue, 
(mailed the middle of June), we 
wrote in the strongest way..possible 
that the end of missionary work for 
non-Indians was in sight in the see- 
ond largest nation in the world. The 
third (Russia) and the first (China) 
are already closed. The United States 
is the fourth, and here the Gospel is 
free. It is still free in the fifth 
nation of the world—Pakistan. But 
the crisis in India looms greater and 
greater. The time is short. 


MISSIONARY WITHOUT A GOSPEL 

One of the saddest sights of our 
generation is the slow disintegration 
of Pearl Buck, Pulitzer Prize win- 
ning novelist. Born of missionary 
parents, Pearl Sydenstricker mar- 
ried a missionary and was herself a 
missionary teacher of the Southern 
Presbyterian Church. Returning to 
America she divorced her husband, 
wrote her masterpiece. ‘‘The Good 
Earth,’’ married her publisher, 





wrote a novel lampooning her father 
for his missionary zeal. 

Now she has written her worst 
novel, ‘‘Come, My Beloved.’’ It isa 
three generation affair, covering the 
lives of three men from the end of 
the last century. The first man, a 
multi-millionaire, after the death of 
his wife, a devout Christian, decides, 
following a visit to India, to erect a 
great mission station in her honor, 
seeking to elevate the life of India 
from behind a Wall Street desk. His 
son, to the father’s great grief, goes 
to live in India, seeking to. live the 
life of India by associating with his 
fellow workers on a level of equality, 
In turn, his son causes him great 
grief by going into an Indian village 
and taking up the life of a simple 
Hindu, marrying a native girl. 

This is the solution for Pearl Buek 
—intermarriage between the races 
and the acceptance of the idea that 
all religions are equally good. Poor 
author! Still trying to be a mission- 
ary without any gospel. 


THE DECLINE OF MR. MATTHEWS 


The measure of J. B. Matthews 
has been taken with svmpathy and 
acumen by Paul Hutchinson in the 
Christian Century. It is the story of 
a man who started as a Methodist 
missionary, went on to liberalism, 
social racialism, left-front leader, 
‘*the most faithful and publicized of 
all the fellow-travellers,’’ to the 
headship of Consumers’ Research 
where he lost all his investment and 
turned bitterly against labor and 
communism. He who onee damned 
the Protestant church as the tool of 
capitalism, soon came to damn it as 
the tool of communism. After point- 
ing out that Matthews had not been 
able to name more than five or six 
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pro-Communists in all the Protestant 
elergy—and these all, names that 
had been bandied about in the same 
eonnection for a deeade—Dr. Hutch- 
inson concludes, ‘‘Such has been the 
decline of Mr. Matthews’ standards 
of scholarly research from the days 


when he was a competent, indeed. 


highly-gifted, interpreter of Semitic 
languages to the present when Sen- 
ator MeCarthy, who onee called him- 
self ‘one of his pupils and admirers,’ 
chose him as his hatehet man. It isa 
melancholy record, for which at 
least some of the blame ean be 
charged to the treatment Mr. Mat- 
thews was accorded by the church. 
But hunger for the spotlight and for 
power must also be taken into ac- 
eount. And no explanation in terms 
whieh would fascinate a psycholo- 
gist ean mitigate the dreadful thing 
he did in trying to make the Amer- 
ican people believe that a great por- 
tion of the Protestant clergy work 
hand in glove with Communists to 
undermine and destroy this nation.’’ 

IT do not think that Matthews or 
anyone else ean undermine the 
teaching of those ministers who 
stand for the great centrality of 
truth as it is found in the person 
and the work of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I remember that when Sin- 
elair Lewis published his novel 
which presented a minister, Elmer 
Gantry, as a bawdv seducer, the net 
result was a cartoon in the New 
Yorker whieh showed a wide-eyed 
girl of twenty, expostulating with 
her grandmother who announeed 
that the vicar was coming to tea, 
‘‘But Grannie, do you think it is 
safe?’’ Men who earry the truth of 
tod will always be authenticated by 
the power of God. It was Christ who 
said, ‘‘My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow me 
... Another they will not follow 
(John 10:27). 


CATHOLICS PULL OUT 


Fifty-three Roman Catholie or- 
ganizations resigned from the New 
York Welfare and Health. Council 
on July 1 when the board of the 
council admitted to membership the 
Planned Parenthood agency. While 
my agreement, theologically, is with 
the Catholics, this may be a very 
good thing, for it has been estimated 
by eareful students of Welfare Fund 
figures. that Catholic contributions 
to the welfare fund drives was com- 
paratively small and that they were 
profiting to a very large extent from 
Protestant gifts to the general funds. 
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A BLOW TO SEPARATISM 

The American Council of Chris- 
tian Churches and the International 
Council of Christian Churches re- 
cently received a severe blow when 
the Independent Fundamental 
Churches of America voted to with- 
draw from both of these Councils. 
This is a heavy blow to the separat- 
ist movement which has caused so 
much havoe, especially on the ‘for- 
eign field where American ecclesi- 
astical divisions have been almost 
forcibly thrust upon feeble churches 
where outward oneness in Christ is 
of far more importance than it is in 
the United States where very large 
groups ean find fellowship within 
the limits of their special and diver- 
sified outlooks. We rejoice that the 
IFCA moves in the direction of 
Christian love while retaining their 
stalwart stand for the truth of God. 


SUPPRESSION OF PROTESTANTISM 

Americans should never judge the 
Roman Catholic Church abroad by 
what it sees of Roman Catholies in 
this country. To know what Rome 
is one must look at Spain or Latin 
America. Recently Cardinal Segura 
of Seville issued a pastoral letter 
protesting even the rudimentary 
privileges the Franeo government 
gives to Protestantism. The New 
York Times reports a speech by one 
of the Vatiean’s top experts in ec- 
elesiastical law. Alfredo Cardina! 
Ottaviani, backing up Segura’s 
strong views on the suppression of 
Protestantism, and the Times re- 
ported that this had the complete 
approval of the Vatican. In the 
American FE celesiastical Review 
Cardinal Ottaviani was even more 
explicit. Catholics have all truth, 
and it is their duty, when they are 
in power, to suppress anything that 
is not Roman Catholicism, and to in- 
fluence legislation to that end. Tuck 
this away in your mind and teach it 
to vour children, both in your home 
and in churches. 


BIBLE READING IN JAPAN 

One of the principal Japanese 
newspapers stated recently that 
‘‘the outstanding characteristic in 
the Japanese reading world is the 
rivalry between Communist books 
and the Bible . . . Tt will be interest- 
ing to see which will win the mind 
of the Japanese people.’’ During the 
last three vears the Japan Bible So- 
ciety has distributed over ten million 
New Testaments of which 1,760,158 
were circulated during the last nine 
months of 1952. The General Secre- 


tary of the Japan Bible Society has 
said that there are many diligent , 
students of the Bible in secular and © 
university circles, and the youngest . 
brother of the Emperor, Prince 
Mikasa, is earnestly studying the 
Old Testament, and often goes to 
Bible House. 

A report in the Manchester Guard- 
ian from their Japanese correspon- 
dent, Hessell Ti'tman, states that the 
second son of the Emperor, Prince 
Masahito, 17, has become earnestly 
interested in Christianity. 

The court is, of course. officially 
Shinto, and the conversion of a mem- 
ber of the Imperial household would 
cause as great an upheaval as the 
conversion to Buddhism of a mem- 
ber of the British royal family. 
Nevertheless, Tiltman says, ‘‘ While 
it is held unlikely that the Prinee 
will ever formally embrace the 
Christian faith or become a baptized 
member of any Christian chureh, it 
is possible that—as an informed 
source put it—‘in so far as his per- 
sonal belief is concerned the Prince 
may in due time favor Christian- 
ity.’ 9 


BOOKS THAT CHANGED AMERICA 

The Saturday Review recently 
gave commissions to a dozen of their 
best book reviewers to pick out any 
book which they thought had greatly 
influenced America and to review it 
as though it had appeared today for 
the first time. These reviews were 
prefaced by an article, ‘‘ Books That 
Changed America,’’ by Eric F. 
Goldman, associate professor of his- 
tory at Princeton. He begins his 
article by saying that the Bible, 
Shakespeare, the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the Constitution 
are the writings which have ‘‘contin- 
uously shaped American life.’’ 

The editors of the Review thought 
one paragraph important enough to 
fill up their cover page. It reads, 
‘*Every so often it happened. Amer- 
ica would be rushing along, staking 
out farms and throwing up factories, 
exulting and worrying and denounc- 
ing, and suddenly somebody, facing 
a stack of blank paper, would touch 
that paper with magic. A book ap- 
peared and things were never quite 
the same.’’ And what were these 
books? Tom Paine’s Common Sense, 
which incited the colonies to revolu- 
tion; Madison’s Federalist Papers, 
Harriet Beecher Stowe’s Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin, Herbert Spenser’s 
Study of Sociology, Henry George’s

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We Christians have searched our hearts and publicly 
admitted many sins as we have sought to reach the 
place of spiriiual power. We have found worldliness 
dressed up to look like faith. We have confessed to 
coldness, to sectarianism, to pride. But there is one sin 
that evangelical Christians seldom write about, seldom 
speak about, for someone might be offended—or could 
it be that we ourselves might be convicted? Most of us 
do not even pray about it. Either we do not see this sin, 
or we think it too large a problem even for God. 

It’s not even a sin, only human nature, some think. 
Or it may lift up its head and claim to be a virtue. 
For this sin is that form of pride that is called prejudice. 
Because each man’s prejudice is the dear child of his 
own natural heart he nourishes it and protects it as 
long as he can from the searching light of God’s Spirit. 

Only a little, natural sin—but because we shelter it 
in our hearts we cannot speak out loud against any but 
its most violent forms in our nation. Communists are 
broadcasting to the world, with colorful additions, every 
American evidence of race discrimination and class 
consciousness. We should be able to demonstrate that 
the Church of Jesus Christ has the answer because all 
Christians love each other, they are all one in the Lord, 
possessed by one Spirit, more than brothers. We should, 
but we cannot because this is true for so few. The 
peoples of Africa and Asia have no love for Communist 
hair-splitting on economics or philosophy. They turn to 
Communism, or to the terrorist-nationalists whom the 
Communists encourage, for one big reason—they can 
endure no longer being made to feel inferior. They see 
American offers of money and arms if they will fight 
Communism as one more evidence of our willingness 
to let them shed their blood in our defense. They could 
react differently only if they felt we really cared for 
them as people. They can feel this only if we really do. 

Consecrated Christians have devoted their lives to 
bringing the message of the love of Christ to the people 
of Kenya, where the Mau Mau rebellion boils under 
the surface, waiting for new opportunities to breek out, 
and to the Vietnamese whose hatred of imperialism is 
greater than their fear of Moscow. Surely, we American 
Christians who pray for these few messengers of love 
and give for their support cannot be accused of giving 
aid also to the enemy? 





Mrs. Sigrist is on the Foreign Editorial Staff of the READER’S DIGEST. 
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Yes, we care for lost Africans and Indians and Japa- 
nese. But how much? How real are they to us? Are they 
more real than the Negro families moving into neigh- 
borhoods where we have our neat little churches? We 
request prayer in our midweek meetings -for our 
missionaries in the Philippines. Do we also plan to 
bring into our fellowship the Filipino boys who work 
on farms near some of our churches? We follow with 
interest prophetic articles and articles on Israel, and 
hear eagerly missionary reports on the hardships of the 
small group of Jews who have received Jesus as their 
Messiah. Every day we walk into shops where there 
are Jews just as much in need of the Messiah who 
would not face such great tribulation if they turn to 
Him, and most of us are silent. Why does it seem ex- 
ceptional and strange to hear of real concern for others 
that crosses these barriers? 

If we are really burdened by love of the lost in far 
away countries, would any of us hesitate to sit beside 
the same kind of people in America? If our hearts bled 
for the eternal welfare of men and women and children 
in the Congo, how would we react when worldly people 
organize to force out of our neighborhood a family of 
another race who had been trying to bring their chil- 
dren away from the foul air and the more foul moral 
atmosphere of the slums? Would we as Chrisiians speak 
for them? Or by silence condemn them? Or would we 
join the cry that the value of our property would go 
down—not necessarily because of any act of this family 
but because of the world’s prejudice—and would we 
build one more barrier against those for whom 
Christ died? 

If we do not love people we see every day, are we 
honest in claiming to love the same kind of people 
across the ocean? We think Christ commissioned us to 
contribute a little money so that others may love the 
lost in our place, but that is not what He said. We may 
obey or disobey. Christ told me to bring the gospel to 
all people, wherever He gives the opportunity. If I 
refuse to tell some, I cannot claim to be obeying. 

What, then, is in our minds when we pray for mis- 
sions? Often it is the familiar white faces of the 
missionaries who have gone from our own community 
or are known to us. When we pray for their work we 
think of that work with a vague picture of dark figures 
in the background. It is hard for the human mind to 
think clearly of anything so indefinite. let alone love 
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those figures with Christ’s love. Unless we care for 
them, whence will come power for prevailing prayer 
that mission fields will be kept open? We can know 
them better through contact with missionaries who love 
them. We need to ask God to make real to us these 
needs, to give us a share of His love, to give us hearts 
of flesh instead of hearts of stone. More than this, the 
source of true missionary fire is love for Christ Himself. 

God will not give us a heart half flesh and half stone, 
a heart softened to the needs far from us but closed 
to those around us. God works through whole 
Christians, even though He will finally bring to His 
Heaven the spiritually maimed who cling to prejudice— 
and one day they will praise Him there beside the 
brothers whom they have rejected here. Will there be 
at least a moment of regret for this rejection as the 
scales fall off our eyes? 

Many are the evil results that Satan works on our 
own hearts by prejudice, all too often unnoticed by 
ourselves though so clear to others. We should not be 
surprised that there are consequences also in the hearts 
of those we shut away from us. It takes a great work 
of God’s grace to make a mature saint accept the posi- 
tion of being less than the least, of no more seeking self- 
expression and the honor of men. The natural man 
resents with all his being any attack on his worth as 
a person. He retaliates by asserting himself—openly, or 
under a veil of words. In his sensitivity he sees insults 
even where not intended. This natural instinct is rarely 
broken by violence. It can be broken by a miracle of 
God’s grace. Otherwise it may become unpleasant self- 
assertiveness, may even warp the whole personality. 

May Christians feel justified in turning away from 
those who have been so warped? We expect our 
missionary representatives to minister to those who are 
filthy in body and in habits, to headhunters, to witch 
doctors, to all those bound by Satan. Christ did not 
limit our commission, either, to the pleasant and polite 
lost souls, temporarily housed in clean bodies. It was 
while we were all unlovable sinners that Christ, the 
Holy One, died for us. 

The human heart is above all things deceitful. 
Prejudice justifies itself by saying, “People of differ- 
ent races are happier by themselves.” Sometimes this 
is narrowed down to “People of different nationalities— 
or classes—are happier by themselves.” Strange that 
this thought does not originate so often among those 
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left on the other side of the tracks. Of course, there is 
truth in this cliche, in the kind of world we live in, 
so much marred by Satan. But that is no excuse for 
not making the test Jesus gave us for every act—would 
we really want enforced separation if we were the 
ones pushed ‘outside? 

Of course these are not simple problems. Of course 
they deceive themselves who think they can make over 
the hearts of men by legislation. Of course there are 
complications, and not one of us is wise enough to 
know the answers. Because these problems are too big, 
too delicate for us is no reason to pretend that only 
religious liberals or Christ-rejecting pinks can be con- 
cerned with them. God has all the answers. We believe 
that. Then why not step out in obedience as far as we 
can see and trust Him to take us from there? We have 
seen giants in the land and are afraid to trust Him. 

In New Testament times prejudice took different 
forms from those of modern America. Such words as 
touch our problems are all against any thought of 
difference among Christians or of neglecting any group 
of the unsaved. The man of Ethiopia to whom Philip 
spoke was a proselyte who had been worshiping at 
Jerusalem, and the preaching after Pentecost was to 
men of many tribes and races. All became one in 
Christ, Greek and Jew, Barbarian, Scythian, bond and 
free. The chief prejudice in the church at that time was 
that of Jewish believers against all Gentiles, and the 
apostles treated that as a deadly sickness for which 
cure must be sought of God. 

There was contempt among some in -the church, then 
as now, for the ragged and the socially unacceptable. 
James had something to say about this. He did not 
recommend discharging our responsibility by isolating 
the ragged ones in special missions which we pay others 
to run for us. He said to give them the best seats in 
church, beside the man with the gay clothes and the 
gold ring. He concluded: “If ye fulfil the royal law 
according to the scripture, Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself, ye do well: But if ye have respect to persons, 
ye commit sin, and are convinced of the law as trans- 
gressors” (Jas. 2.8, 9). 

Where do we stand on that matter of loving our 
neighbors? Once a lawyer tempted Jesus in a discussion 
on this very matter, and then tried to justify himself by

It is 
in such moments that we learn that the Lord’s way is 
one of pleasantness, and that our own way is one of 
hunger.

IF THOU WILT NOT... 
WE WILL NOT (43:5) October 6 
Common sense is a wonderful thing, and is a gift of 


God that can be used by God providing it is not our 
final court of appeal. The sons of Jacob knew the tone 
of Joseph’s dealings with them, even though they did 
not know Joseph. They knew there was no use going 
down to Egypt unless they fulfilled the demands which 
Joseph had put upon them. Happy the Christian who 
realizes that there is no possibility of true joy and 
blessing until we are surrendered utterly to the will of 
the Lord. It is when we have brought our beloved 
Benjamin and placed him utterly in the hands of Joseph 
that we shall have grain.

If our trials 
become heavy, we are apt to indulge in murmuring 
complaints and desponding fears. Too often we are 
ready to ask with David, whether His “mercy be not 
come utterly to an end” (Psa. 77:8). When we condemn 
the murmuring unbelief of Jacob we thereby acknowl- 
edge how we ought to act. However dark the way by 
which God has led us, we should wait His time, rest on 
His promises and hope against hope. We must give 
God credit for His wisdom and His love, and leave Him 
to display them in His own way. 

Lord, may we learn what Thou truly art. 


JUDAH SAID, SEND THE LAD 
WITH ME (43:8) October 8 
When confidence has been broken down it is hard to 


build it up again. Jacob was, of course, responsible for 
the atmosphere of his home. If he had not been the 
tricky, shifty man that he was by nature his children 
would not have grown to be the villains that they truly 
were. Jacob had had experience of their murderous 
actions in Shechem and may well have suspected their 
part in the disappearance of Joseph, though he had 
never been able to prove his suspicions. Judah comes 
with a plea to his father. Reuben had rashly offered 
the life of his two sons; Judah is more temperate. But 


it is the urgent necessity for food that will tip the bal- 
ance. This whole incident can teach us that no human 
schemes can get around the will of God, and that the 
only way to surrender is to surrender. 
Lord, teach us to. surrender. 


EXCEPT WE HAD LINGERED, SURELY 
NOW WE HAD RETURNED (43:10) October 9 
In desiring to do things in God’s time there are two 
dangers: the danger of running ahead and the danger 
of lagging behind. If we press on in our own strength, 
there is sure to be a time of disaster and waiting until 
the Lord is ready with the pursuit of His plan. If we 
lag behind, we lose the joys of fellowship and blessing. 
When a physician prescribes an unpleasant cure a pat- 
ient may be tempted to put off following the physician’s 
advice. Such procrastination can do no more than 
prolong our pain. Our Heavenly Physician prescribes 
with unerring wisdom, and is always concerned with 
our greatest good. Some of you have longed for bless- 
ing and have refused the prescription. You may well 
say, “Except we had lingered, surely now we had re- 


tanner Lord, keep us from lingering. 


TAKE FRUITS, BALM, HONEY, SPICES, 
MYRRH, NUTS, ALMONDS (43:11) October 10 
How the human soul has the desire for independence. 
We always wish to pay our own way. Or if we are 
forced to bow to circumstances that are outside our own 
will, we seek to surround the matter with face-saving 
details that maintain the idea of our own sovereignty. 
The one thing that is repugnant to the natural heart is 
to be brought to the place where the only possible 
solution is the grace of another. The saddest thing 
about this planning of Jacob is that it reveals he has 
not advanced spiritually in any great measure from the 
time that he sought to propitiate Esau with sheep, 
camels and asses. The Romanist idea of works added 
to grace in order to make salvation is the same old fruits 
and nuts idea of Jacob. “All the fitness He requires is 


to feel your need of Him.” 
Lord, help us to come naked. 


GOD ALMIGHTY GIVE YOU MERCY 
BEFORE THE MAN (43:14) October 11 
The narrative is now speaking of Jacob under his new 


name of Israel. This is to be noted because of the rarity 
of such usage. After God changed Abram’s name to 
Abraham we never find the old name used again; but 
after God changed Jacob’s name to Israel we still find 
him called Jacob most of the time. It is, therefore, 
interesting to note that Israel commends his sons in 
their journey to none other than El Shaddai. He does 
not speak of the Lord under His other names, nor refer 
to Him as the God of Abraham, or of Isaac. Rather does 
he go back to that name of God that involved the per- 
petuation of the seed, and the fulfillment of all the 
covenant promises. We may judge that there was more 
than a glimmer of true faith stirring in Jacob by this 
time, in spite of his doubts and fears. 

Lord, may we ever plead Thy names of power and promise.

The First Epistle of John 
CHAPTER Four 
VERSES THIRTEEN TO SIXTEEN 

This is how we know that we abide 
in Him and He abides in us, because 
He has given us a portion of His own 
Spirit; and we have seen and bear 
witness that the Father has sent the 
Son to be the Saviour of the world. 
Whoever confesses that Jesus is the 
Son of God, God abides in him and 
he abides in God, and we know and 
have believed the love God has for 
us. God is love, and he who abides 
in love abides in God and God abides 
in him. 

The last division of the letter ex- 
tends from 4:13 to 5:13. According 
to John’s usual fashion the section is 
not clear cut. His style is conversa- 
tional; he writes as cne might speak, 
with reaffirmations and effective em- 
phases. But we can observe, as we 
read, the progress of thought toward 
great statements of truth, and the de- 
velopment of a major purpose. 

John’s purpose, as we have seen, 
was to build firmly in the hearts of 
Christian men and women, shaken 
and bewildered by a crop of noisy 
heresies, a strong assurance of salva- 
tion. In the closing verses of the third 
chapter he had begun to speak of 
“assurance” and “confidence.” He 
turned aside to discuss the true wit- 
ness of the Spirit and its counterfeit. 
This digression led him to a further 
statement on divine love, and now, 
at 4:13, the theme of 3:24 is resumed. 

At this point let us step very care- 
fully for we are at the heart of the 
apostle’s message. The theme of 
“abiding” which has haunted his mind 
since that dark betrayal night is on his 
pen again. It is the inner witness of 
the Spirit which gives assurance, a

deep awareness of a divine presence 
in the life, which is not reached by 
mere logic, but comes rather by a 
conviction wrought of God and tested 
by experience. Such is the meaning 
of verse thirteen. Verse fourteen links 
such assurance with the central ar- 
ticle of the Christian faith, and verse 
fifteen maintains that the genuine 
voice of the Holy Spirit in the heart 
issues in testimony to the saviourhood 
of Jesus Christ. 

John was as well aware as we are 
of the danger of an emotional mysti- 
cism. It is perhaps significant that in 
verse fourteen and in 4:42 of the 
Gospel are found the only two con- 
texts where John uses the word 
“Saviour.” In both cases the phrase 
“of the world” follows. The Lord, he 
is saying, came not to be the Saviour 
of an enlightened elite, as the Gnostics 
would have you believe, but of all 
who would come to Him. The will, its 
opposition or surrender, is the test, 
not the presence or absence of a spur- 
ious culture. Assurance can be yours 
and mine, his yonder and the other’s. 
of all, in short, who accent the gift 
which is for all, from a Holy Spirit 
who is no respecter of persons. 

There is another sign by which the 
indwelling Spirit reveals His blessed 
presence, and that is by love. “He 
who abides in love abides in God, 
and God abides in him.” The English 
of this rendering is unhappily weak, 
and lends itself to inadequate inter- 
pretations impossible in the firm and 
nowerful language of the Greek. We 
have described how the New Testa- 
ment took the word agape and filled 
it with a strong new meaning. It was 
as though the Spirit of God, casting 
aside the words which human. fault 
had marred, took and sanctified a 


term, setting it apart for holy use. To 
“abide in love” contains no touch or 
taint of the sentimental; it certainly 
does not mean that anyone who feels. 
for another a liking, attraction or af- 
fection, is by that fact in living union 
with God. 

If John’s writings are examined, 
and they are their own best commen- 
tary, it will become clear that the 
phrase involves three conditions: “to 
continue to live as the objects of 
God’s love” (this is basic, for He first 
loved us); “to continue to love God”; 
“to continue to love our brethren.” 
As Dodd aptly puts it: “The energy 
of love discharges itself along lines 
which form a triangle, whose points 
are God, self, and neighbor; but the 
source of all love is God, of whom 
alone it can be said that He is love.” 
This great and noble verse is the 
central thought of the epistle. In it 
is the secret of fruitful living, the 
source of assurance and the basis of 
all morality. 


VERSES SEVENTEEN TO TWENTY-ONE 
In this lies the perfection of our 
love, in fearlessness on the day of 
judgment, because in this world we 
are living as He lives. Love has no 
fear in it, but perfect love banishes 
fear, for fear is connected with pun- 
ishment; the one who continues to 
fear has not reached the perfection 
of love. We love Him because He first 
loved us. If anyone says: “I love 
God,” and hates his brother, he is a 
liar, for the one who does not love 
his brother whom he has seen how 
can he love God whom he has not 
seen. This commandment we have 
from Him, that he who loves God is 
to love his brother also.

New Men In Christ 
(Matthew 5:13-16; John 14:12-14; 

1 Corinthians 3: 6-15; 2 Corinthians

DATES AND (1) The well known Ser- 
SETTINGS mon on the Mount was 
delivered at the outset of the earthly 
ministry of our Lord Jesus in Galilee. We 
must not think of the “Mount” as a moun- 
tain; rather, it was probably only a slight 
elevation or hill sufficient to raise the 
Speaker above the listeners that He might 
better be heard. We may picture the scene 
thus: the Lord Himself seated on a rock 
or ledge; His disciples sitting or reclining 
about Him as they listened; the masses 
who were included indirectly in the ser- 
mon on the more level ground at the foot 
of the mound. The actual place of the 
discourse cannot be fixed. It is sufficient 
to specify the foothills surrounding the 
Galilee plain. 

(2) The Corinthian correspondence fur- 
nishes a most interesting study in itself, 
into which we do not have space to digress. 
Let it be said, however, that there were 
probably five letters in question, all told: 
(1) a letter to the Corinthians spoken of 
in 1 Cor. 5:9, which is lost; (2) a letter 
from Corinth to Paul (1 Cor. 7:1); (3) 
1 Corinthians, followed quite probably, by 
a personal visit from Paul to Corinth, so 
serious was the problem at hand. Then 
(4) Paul wrote a rebuking letter (2 Cor. 
2:1-11 and 7:8) which apparently is not 
now existent. Paul was just about heart- 
broken over the situation at Corinth. But 
finally, he received word that things had 
been straightened out and he wrote (5) 
2 Corinthians in expression of the joy 
which flooded his soul. Second Corin- 
thians was written from Macedonia about 
55 A.D. 

(3) The epistle of James has been a 
source of controversy for some time. Since 
the epistle does not identify its author ex- 
cept to say that he was a “servant of God 
and of the Lord Jesus Christ,” it is not 
known which James this may be. Tradition 
has held it was James, the half-brother of 
our Lord Jesus Christ who, subsequent to 
cur Lord’s death, recognized the Messiah-

ship of Jesus and became a Christian. 
Apparently, the epistle was written by this 
James who was also the presiding officer 
at the Jerusalem council (Acts 15), and 
if so, it was written before 63 A.D. when 
tradition claims he was martyred. The 
letter concerned Jewish converts to Chris- 
tianity principally. 


The Exposition 

MATTHEW 5: It is significant to ob- 
13-16 serve the change of pro- 
nouns in this portion of the sermon. The 
section generally called the “beatitudes” 
repeated the same formula in several 
verses: “Blessed are they” as if the mes- 
sage were being proclaimed for the bene- 
fit of all. But suddenly, in verse 11, the 
emphasis changed: Christ said: “Blessed 
are ye”—undoubtedly indicating His disci- 
ples primarily. And so, with our text: it 
is “ye” of whom He spoke and that would 
include us today! Salt, in Jesus’ day, had 
at least four important uses: (1) As a 
preservative (in place of ice boxes and 
refrigerators which, obviously, did not 
exist); (2) As a condiment or flavoring ; 
(3) As an antiseptic (wounds were washed 
with a saline solution and newborn babes 
were bathed in such a solution as well. 
This was considered so important, in fact, 
that among the Arabs, if no saline solu- 
tion was available when a baby was born, 
they would use the urine of a camel for 
the purpose); and lastly (4) as a ferti- 
lizer. Salt itself is of no value as a fer- 
tilizer; in fact, it acted as a detriment to 
the soil (Jud. 9:45). But certain saline 
matter was. Similarly, the Christian fits 
into those same categories. He is a pre- 
servative against God’s judgment much as 
Lot was to Sodom. The Christian is ad- 
monished to let his speech be with grace, 
seasoned with salt (Col. 4:6), to help 
make the gospel palatable. He acts as an 
antiseptic and his message smarts and burns 
when proclaimed, but in the end brings 
healing to the soul. And the Christian is 
to be the Lord’s “fertilizer” aiding in the 
growth of those who are in Christ. 

When we come to the matter of the 
Light, also our responsibility, we remem- 
ber that our Lord said that as long as He 
was in the world, He was the Light of the 
World (John 9:5). But now that He has 
gone physically, He has left us to shine in 
the world’s darkness with all of the radi- 
ance of Christ Himself. We shine by the 
way we live, the things we do and say. 
Verse 16 thus becomes His admonition to 
us. Let us be quick to obey. The teacher 


‘ might, at this point, suggest some of the 


uses of light (as we have done above with 
salt) and draw parallels,to the Christian 
life. 


2 CORINTHIANS This passage opens with 
5:17-19 one of the most clear de- 
scriptions of what a Christian is—“a: new 
creation” as the Greek text has it. That is 
the way God works; He does not try tu 
polish up the old nature. He condemns it, 
and creates within the sinner an entirely 
new nature—a new creation. And from the 
moment of the person’s new birth, his past 
is forgotten, forgiven, blotted out, remem- 
bered no more, removed as far as East is 
from West, by God. All things become 
new (v. 17), for these things come “of 
God” (v. 18)—i.e., have God as their 
source. The new man in Christ breathes 
the fresh, pure air of Heaven; the old 
man stifles in the foul-smelling air of 
earth. Whereas man in his sin was alien- 
ated from God by virtue of that sin, he 
now has become reconciled to God in 
Christ. I commend for. the thoughtful 
consideration of the teacher, the five verses 
of Charles Wesley’s great hymn “Arise, 
Mv Soul, Arise!” esneciallv the last verse 
at this point, for a beautiful commentary 
on this Scripture division. Man could 
never have become reconciled to God in 
his own strength; God had to take the 
initial step (1 John 4:10). Look at the 
two results of this act of reconciliation: 
(1) our offenses are not counted against 
us any longer, but are placed to Christ’s 
zccount;.and (2) God has committed to 
us (literally, “put in us’) the word of rec- 
oncil‘ation (v. 19). Our sins have been 
dealt with by Christ and we have been the 
recipients of His righteousness. There- 
fore, with this privilege granted to us, 
there is the corresponding responsibility, as 
all God’s privileges carry responsibilities : 
we are to go forth as ambassadors for 
Him (v. 20). Although this is not in the 
lesson, the teacher may wish to outline 
some of the responsibilities of a political 
ambassador and compare or contrast with 
the Christian ambassador. 

JAMES 2: This final portion as- 
14-18 signed to us deals with 
the old familiar question of faith and 
works. “Lest we think that James’ con- 
tention runs counter to that doctrine of 
justification by faith set forth by Paul, 
let us recall that while we are, of course, 
not saved by works (Eph. 2:8, 9), God 
nevertheless expects us to produce good 
works after being saved (Eph. 2:10). 
When God saves a person, it is like an in- 
vestment which He makes in that indi- 
vidual. Like any good stockholder, He 
has a right to expect dividends. Conse- 
quent!y, let it be said with finality that any 
supposed faith in Christ which does not 
produce a clear-cut life of service for 
Christ, may well be questioned as to its 
validity. If “a man say he hath faith, and 
have not works (following), can this 
faith save him?” (v. 14). The answer is 
“No,” for I think we may say with cer- 
tainty that a faith which does not result 
in works is not faith; it is imagination! 
In endeavoring to be thoroughly orthodox 
and avoiding every hint of legalism in 
1egard to salvation we have, unfortu- 
nately, gone to the other extreme and 
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| neglected the importance of the life to be 


lived. We have over-emphasized the “I 
have been crucified with Christ” to the 
exclusion of “the life I now lve.” 

Our lesson is entitled “New Men in 
Christ.” Indeed such men must be men 
of faith, but they must equally be men of 
works. Works without faith are an af- 
front to God; faith without works is a 
mockery.

lhe War Against Beverage Alcohol 
(Proverbs 23:29-35; 31:4,5; Isaiah 5:11-14;

DATES AND (1) Isaiah prophesied 
SETTINGS during the reigns of Kings 
Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz and Hezekiah (Isa. 
1:1) which would be about 785-693 B.C. 
Of course, it is conceivable that the 
prophet did not live through all of those 
reigns but probably the latter part of 
Uzziah’s rule—from which time he dated 
his inauguration to the prophetic office 
(Isa. 6:1)—and the early part of Heze- 
kiah’s kingdom. Estimating that Uzziah 
died about 740 B.C., and knowing that 
Isaiah was still active during the siege of 
Jerusalem in 701 B.C., we may place his 
writings somewhere between 740-701 B.C. 

(2) The event referred to in the Mat- 
thew passage took place at Capernaum, 
shortly after the transfiguration mount 
experience. 

(3) The epistle to the Romans was writ- 
ten by Paul to the Church of Rome from 
Corinth during the third missionary jour- 
ney, about 56 A.D. 

(4) The epistle of James was written 
some time before A D. 63 (See our com- 
ments in the October 18 lesson under 
Dates & Settings). 


INTRODUCTION A recent report of the 

American Business Men’s 
Research Foundation, covering the period 
1934-1952, points out that there has been 
a tremendous increase in alcoholic con- 
sumption on the part of the American 
population. Beer drinking has increased 
115%. Wine consumption has broken all 
previous records of per capita consump- 
tion, making an upward leap of more than 
507% in the period. Whisky, rum, brandy 
and gin have shown an overall 203% in- 
crease per capita use although the report 
states that there has been a drop from 
1.39 galions to exactly 1 gallon in the 
latter year. 

It is noticeable that America’s young 
people are becoming initiated to the drink 
habit at a persistently earlier age. A re- 
cent news item tells of a Munich brewer 
who has produced a “lollipop beer” for 
children which has a _ reduced alcoholic 
content. Though produced only locally 
now in Munich, the brewer is negotiating 
with several U. S. beverage concerns to 
handle the American distribution. The 
New York Times carried a notice in its 
pages a short time back that alcoholic 
ice cream is now on sale in England, with 
fiavors of rum, whisky and apricot brandy. 
With such enticements to youngsters to 


start drinking early, what are we to expect 
from the up and coming generation? 


The Exposition 

ISAIAH 5: Generally speaking, it is 
11-14 not customary for the 
drinker to start early in the morning with 
his craving for liquor, unless he is already 
a confirmed alcoholic. The afternoon and 
evening hours are ordinarily reserved for 
such purposes. And it is after a long 
night of one drink following another that 
the inebriate staggers home only to wake 
up with a hangover the following morn- 
ing. Yet there are some whose first 
thought in rising each morning is for a 
drink “to start the day right.” This is 
evidence that the habit has such a man in 
its vicious grip. Note the prophet’s cry 
of woe on such whose every thought is 
“When will it be time for the next drink?” 
And while the prophet speaks of a literal 
captivity into a distant land, still future 
to him at that time, indeed we may say 
that the person who submits to the hellish 
habit of drink is already in a captivity— 
in a vise-like grasp from which it is most 
difficult to extricate himself. 

In addition to the text before us, I 
would call the teacher’s attention to an 
interesting verse in the same chapter 
(v. 22). One of the liquor distilleries em- 
phasizes the “man of distinction” angle in 
its advertising, obviously implying that the 
man of distinction uses their product. It 
is significant therefore to find that the 
prophet Isaiah denounces “Woe unto those 
who are strong in their wine-drinking— 
‘men of distinction’ (so the Hebrew can 
be translated)—mixing strong drinks.” 


We have already men- 
tioned the endeavors of 
the liquor manufacturers to entice young 
people in and below the teen-age level to 
drink. A great many of America’s high 
school youth already are steady drinkers— 
more so than many of us out of the high 
school age bracket actually realize. But 
now, attempts are made to _ influence 
younger children to adopt the damnable 
practice. The low alcoholic-content beer 
is only a starter. Time magazine recently 
carried the story of some freshmen stu- 
dents from Dartmouth who gave an 8-year 
old boy enough rye whiskey to get him 
drunk. This sort of thing happens every 
now and then in our land, and while the 
Scripture text before us doesn’t have spe- 
cial reference to tempting children with 
liquor, it is general enough to include such 
a crime and might also have reference to 
the peddlers of smut—obscene pictures and 
books, etc—as well as those moral per- 
verts who trap young people with nar- 
cotics. 

ROMANS Here is good advice for 
13:11-14 every Christian in a 
world that has gone on a drunken spree. 
There are occasions, in business and social 
activities, where a Christian is forced to 
make a choice and stand firmly on the side 
of righteousness. When the innocent-look- 
ing cocktails are passed about and the 
charming hostess urges: “Go ahead, just 
one won’t hurt you!” the child of God 
must have the internal courage to refuse. 
If we truly believe that we are living in 
the last days of this age, and that the Lord

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may come at any mument, we shall want 
to be alert to every opportunity to witness 
unhesitatingly for Him. There is not the 
slightest doubt that we are much nearer 


the completion of our salvation than when | 


we first believed. Salvation is not an act; 
it is a process: we are saved, we are being 


saved and we shall be saved (2 Cor. 1:10; | 
Phil. 1:6)—justification, sanctification and | 
glorification. We are living now in the | 


night of the world’s blackness, surrounded | 


on every hand by sin of every conceivable 
description. But “the night is far spent; 


the day (of Christ’s return) is at hand.” 


In the light of such a consciousness, we 
have a responsibility: Cast off . .. Put on 

. Walk! Put off sin—every appearance 
of evil—like a garment, and put on the 
righteousness of Christ and the Chris- 
tian armor provided for our battle; then, 
thus attired let us walk forward with and 
for Christ! Notice too, in passing, the sins 


included in the list here: quarreling and | 


jealousy are mentioned with carousing, 
drunkenness, immorality and indecency. 
That ought to give us food for thought; 
God places them on the same level. 


Verse 14 is a bit of advice for every | 


Christian. The flesh is a strong force in 
our lives, and difficult at times to crucify. 
Paul tells us here that we are simply not 


to make provision for the flesh! We have | 
both an old and a new nature as Chris- | 


tians. Whichever one we feed will natur- 
ally grow. Our task, therefore, is to feed 
the new nature on the things of the Lord, 
and it will grow; at the same time, let us 
starve the old nature—make no provision 
for it—and it will atrophy and become 
weak, 


JAMES 4:17 All sorts of definitions 

of sin have been given, 
some of them long and technical in lan- 
guage; others, practical and brief. Sin 
has been described as coming short of the 
glory and expectation of God; being less 
perfect than God; disobedience; wrong- 
doing; missing the mark; and a host of 
others. This text in James can well be 
put near the top of such a list of defini- 
tions: sin is knowing what is good and 
right, and then not doing it! Where there 
is no law, there can be no transgression 
(Rom. 4:15), but the very moment a 
person comes face to face with a law, 
either negative or positive in nature, he 
is obligated to obey it or suffer the penalty 
for breaking it. An automobile driver may 
cross an intersection time after time with- 
out stopping, and yet not be a violator of 
the law, if there is no stop sign. But the 
moment a stop sign is placed at that cross- 
roads and he crosses the intersection with- 
out stopping, he becomes a_ lawbreaker. 
Similarly, in the spiritual realm. Were 
there no legal standard, man would be 
innocent in whatever he did. But, the 
moment God says “Thou shalt .. .” or 
“Thou shalt not . . .” instantly man is 
obligated to keep the law or pay the 
penalty for breaking it. 

So with all of us: we are all lawbreak- 
ers for not one of us has lived up to the 
exalted divine standard. We are all under 
the curse of God upon legal violators. 
But—“Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse on 
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our behalf .. .” (Gal. 3:13). This is the 
glorious truth of the gospel.

God’s Plan For The Home 
(Genesis 1:27, 28; Deuteronomy 6:4-9; 
Proverbs 22:6; Matthew 19:3-9; Luke 
10:38-42; Ephesians 5:21-6:4; 
Timothy 1:5-7; 3:14-17) 
(Printed Text: Deuteronomy 6:4-9; 
Ephesians 5:21-6:4) 
(Devotional Reading: Deuteronomy 6:4-9) 


DATES AND (1) The book of Deuter- 
SETTINGS onomy is the repetition 
of the law of Moses for the benefit of the 
new generation who had grown to man- 
hood. The passage in our text was spoken 
to the people on the plains of Moab (1:5) 
and can be dated approximately the 15th 
century B.C. 

(2) Ephesians, one of- Paul’s letters 
written while he was a Roman prisoner in 
his own hired house for two years (Acts 
28:30), can be dated between 59 and 61 
A.D. It is thought by some, incidentally, 
that Ephesians was a “form letter” since 
many of the better Greek manuscripts do 
not contain the words “at Ephesus” (1:1). 
Therefore, it may have been a general 
letter sent to other churches as well. 


INTRODUCTION Home is a word which 
means different things to 
different people. For some, home is only 
a place to hang their hats and spend the 
night. Others think of home as a sacred 
shrine. Madame Schumann-Heink, the 
famous operatic contralto who died in 
1936, once said of home that it is: “...a 
roof to keep out rain; four walls to keep 
out wind; floors to keep out cold, yes, but 
home is more than that. It is the laugh of 
a baby, the song of a mother, the strength 
of a father. Warmth of loving hearts, 
light from happy eyes, kindness, loyalty, 
comgadeship. Home is the first school and 
the first church for young ones; where 
they learn what is right, what is good, 
and what is kind; where they go for com- 
fort when they are hurt and sick; where 
joy is shared and sorrow eased; where 
fathers and mothers are respected and 
loved; where children are wanted; where 
the simplest food is good enough for kings 
because it is earned; where money is not 
sO important as ioving-kindness; where 
even the tea kettle sings from happiness. 
That is home—God bless it!” 

Indeed, this is the ideal, but how far we 
fall short of reaching the ideal in the 
American home today. Even the Christian 
kome—which has been termed “the blos- 
som of which Heaven is the fruit”—does 
not always measure up to the high and 
lofty standards. More and more young 
people are products of broken, or at least 
indifferent homes today, in which parents 
have little or no time for the children; 
homes broken by drunkenness or divorce, 
or made a breeding place for delinquency 
and immorality because of parental un- 
concern. The family altar where families 
gather together about the Bible and in 
prayer, has virtually become a thing of the 
past—even in many Christian families— 
to the obvious detriment of the young 
people. Further, the disharmony within 
the family—quarrels, misunderstandings, 
friction—which often results in the dis- 


solution of family ties through divorce, 
kas become a serious problem. With mar- 
riage considered by many as devoid of all 
spiritual values, and entered into so 
lightly, it is no wonder that the divorce 
rate is so abnormally high. Other factors 
such as the prevailing custom among so 
many young people of pre-marital sex 
experimentation, failure to understand the 
true meaning of marriage, etc., enter the 
picture and explain many an unhappy 
union. Our lesson endeavors, in part, to 
present an answer to the difficulties in- 
volved in the question of the home. 


The Exposition 
DEUTERONOMY The passage starts out 
6:4-9 with the great Shema‘ as 
it is called because of the opening word, 
Hear (Heb. Shema‘). Th’s can perhaps be 
called the basis of Jewish religion; cer- 
tainly it is one of the most important 
Scripture passages to the Jew even today. 
It is this which makes the Jew so an- 
tagonistic to the Christian concept of the 
Trinity, for he understands us to believe 
in three gods, and this Scripture passage 
exalts one Lord. Literally it reads: “The 
Lord our God—one Lord.” Actually, of 
course, the trinitarian belief does not 
contradict, it corroborates this statenient 
for we believe in one God—existing in 
three Persons. Then, having stated the 
unity of the Godhead, the passage proceeds 
to command love to Him with all of our 
human powers. You will remember that 
this was quoted by our Lord as being the 
great commandment of the law ( Mt. 22:37). 

It was this devotion to the true God 
which every Hebrew father was ordered to 
instill in his family circle (Deut. 6:7). 
Quite obviously, he did not do this as his 
children dashed away from the supper 
table to attend this function or that ac- 
tivity. There was—and there still should 
be—a time set aside when the whole family 
would gather together to meditate on spir- 
itual things. The Hebrew father was to 
consider the things of the Lord at home, 
outside of the home, in the morning and 
at night (v. 7), and his family was ex- 
pected to share with him in these devo- 
tions. I repeat: this ought to be our con- 
cern in this day! This is a valuable aid in 
maintaining a Christian home—making 
time for the Lord. 

Verse 8 suggests to us the Jewish use 
of the phylactery so common in the days 
of our Lord’s earthly ministry (Mt. 23:5). 
This was a small receptacle or box strap- 
ped about the forehead of the man, con- 
taining some sentences from the law— 
usually this Shema‘—sometimes, this box 
was also bound about the wrist. The sig- 
nificance of the statement in Deuteronomy 
6:8 is spiritual in essence: the people were 
to allow the truths to sink into their minds, 
and become a part of their daily activity. 
The mere binding of the texts to the fore- 
head accomplished nothing more than the 
placing of a Bible on a table in the home, 
if it is never read. 

EPHESIANS A portion of this section 
5:21-6:4 was included in the les- 
son assigned for August 2, where the 
subject, “The Christian Home” was very 
similar to the current topic. Of all the 
passages in the Word of God on the sub- 
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ject of marriage from a Christian point 
of view, this is one of the most beautiful. 
In my own ministry, I make it a practice 
to read and comment on these verses here 
assigned, when counselling with couples 
contemplating matrimony. If these words 
are understood and applied in the Chris- 
tian home by both parties, there need never 
be a fear of a broken home or divorce. 
There is nothing here that would give the 
nusband the false idea that he runs the 
house and is absolute lord of his domain. 
It has rightly been said that it takes three 
to make a marriage successful: the hus- 
band, the wife—and the Lord! Verse 21 
indicates this: the husband submits to the 
wife, and she to him; both of them, how- 
ever, yield to the Lord! Virtually all 
family difficulties can be thus settled if 
the husband and his wife will think, talk 
and pray them through together before the 
Lord. 

Paul here tells us that the husband ac- 
tually takes the place of the Lord in the 
marriage bond. In fact, marriage for the 
Christian is a pageant indicating Christ’s 
love for the Church. The husband is the 
head of the wife (v. 23) in the same way 
that Christ is the head of the Church; 
thus is the wife to be subject to her hus- 
band. And, lest this lead the man to think 
he can be an unreasonable tyrant, Paul 
hastens on to give his advice to the male 
member of the marriage union: “. . . love 
your (wife) even as Christ lowed the 
church and gave Himself for it 
(v. 25). This is a great responsibility ; 
yet, if there is truly divine love in the 
tome, and Christ is supremely the head, 
there will be harmony as husband and 
wife are devoted to each other and to the 
Lord. If we think of two persons both 
drawing near to the Lord, they come closer 
to each other as they come closer to Him. 
In the accompanying 
diagram, H stands for

Wife. while L desig- + 
nates the Lord. The Ps \ 
closer H and W come A \ 
to the Lord, the closer H WwW 


they come to each 

other in harmonious living. All decisions 
made in a family should be made together. 
The husband is not to “lord it over” his 
wife. But, should a crisis arise—a time 
when a prompt decision has to be made 
2nd someone must make it—the husband 
is responsible; he must make the choice. 
In this, the wife is ordered to be subject 


to her husband, for he is the head of the’ 


househoid in the Lord. 


Where ‘children are involved, again | 


there is to be a mutual relationship in 
which the family comes together to thrash 
out misunderStandings and problems. The 
child is to be obedient to his parents in the 
Lord (6:1), but also, the parents are not 
to thwart all of the youngster’s initiative 
(see Col. 3:21), but in love, bring up the 
child in the things of the Lord.

Stronger Churches—Better 
Communities

(1) The book of Acts, 


DATES AND 
SETTINGS probably penned about 61 
A.D., records the events of the early 


Christian movement from c. 30 A.D. to 
60 A.D., concluding with Paul’s imprison- 
ment at Rome. The portion assigned to 
us in Acts would have taken place about 
30 A.D., at Jerusalem. 

(2) Philippians is known as one of the 
prison epistles and was written by Paul 
toward the close of his Roman confine- 
ment, about the year 61 A.D. 

(3) While much discussion has arisen as 
to the authorship of the Petrine epistles, 
we may say that our text was written by 
the apostle Peter about 64 or 65 A.D. 


INTRODUCTION The title of our lesson 

for this Sunday may be 
most misleading, and must certainly be 
understood correctly to begin with. It 
simply is not true that stronger churches— 
materially, politically or organizationally— 
necessarily create or maintain better com- 
munities. Oftentimes, the exact reverse is 
the case. A glance at any of the countries 
of the world where there is a strong 
church in control will give ample evidence 
to show that the communities are far from 
the best; are kept in superstition, spiritual 
ignorance and darkness. Of course, if it 
be understood that spiritually stronger 
churches are meant, then it may be admitted 
that better communities should result. It 
is well to give emphasis to this in intro- 
ducing the lesson. 


The Exposition 

ACTS 2:41-47 It is often pointed out 

by those persons within 
nominal Christendom who lean toward the 
Communist party line, that the early Chris- 
tians practiced a form of communism, and 
then craftily, this passage is quoted to 
substantiate the argument. Let it be said 
immediately that the great distinction be- 
tween communism and early Christianity 
is the matter of motivation involved. What 
the early believers did in helping each 
other materially was done entirely vol- 
untarily. No one in authority issued 
orders demanding the pooling of resources. 
These people whose lives had heen changed 
by God’s grace had an inherent desire, 
newly born within them, to give of their 
means for the benefit of their brethren in 
Christ. This is always the way—God’s 
way: He gives out of His bounty to His 
own, and then they, in turn, give of their 
means to bring blessing to others. Any 
community where there are sufficient Chris- 
tians whose hearts God has touched, is 
bound to be a better community. 

Note, in passing, verse 42 where four 
essentials are given as a recipe for a use- 
ful Christian life: teaching, fellowship, 
communion, prayer. When a group of the 
Lord’s people are unjted in such activity, 
blessing will inevitably follow, and the 
result will be additions to the church 
(v. 47). It might be suggested here as a 





part of the lesson that it is the Lord who 
does the adding to the church—not man. 
There is much too much of “human arith- 
metic” involved in increasing the member- 
ship of our churches. Not everyone whom 
man adds is necessarily added by the Lord. 


PHILIPPIANS The English version of 
1:27-30 verse 27 loses much of 
the meaning of the original. More literally, 
we might translate: “. . . be worthy citi- 
zens of the gospel of Christ . . .” thus 
looking upon the gospel as a sphere in 
which duty is to be rendered, much as to 
a nation or government. The person who 
is loyal to his country endeavors to be a 
good citizen in return for the benefits 
which his land affords him. You can see 
the obvious implication for the spiritual 
realm. God has blessed you as a Christian ; 
therefore, be a good citizen of the gospel 
in return. A part of that “citizenship” in- 
volves unity—the willingness and even de- 
sire to be counted together with those 
whose aims, purposes and convictions are 
similar to yours. Thus, Paul urged such 
cooperation: “. . . stand fast in one spirit, 
with one soul, striving together for the 
faith of the gospel.” Here is something of 
the team spirit—the esprit de corps—which 
wins the battle, or achieves the aim in 
view. 

In the world of religion, it is often asked 
“Why don’t Christians get together? How 
much more they would be able to accom- 
plish!” There is a sense in which Chris- 
tians of like precious faith can work to- 
gether—and they are doing it! There are 
associations of evangelical believers; there 
are interdenominational Bible institutes and 
colleges as well as mission boards, each of 
which is successfully accomplishing this end 
of working together harmoniously. 

A note may well be inserted here on 
verse 29, for this is one of the phases of 
our Christian life which we largely over- 
look: the privilege of suffering! We are 
delighted with the gifts the Lord bestows 
on us—all, that is, but this one. But let 
us remember that it has also been given to 
us not only to believe, but to endure suf- 
fering when necessary for the sake of 
Christ. Most of us, living in the comfort 
of modern-day Christianity, know little of 
suffering and hardship for the cause of 
Christ. Many of our brothers and sisters 
in other lands know little of anything else. 
A united stand for Christ, many times, 
leads to suffering of one type or another, 
for the closer we come to Christ the more 
the devil’s darts, which are aimed at Christ, 
are liable to affect us as well. 


1 PETER 2: There is beautiful im- 
4, 5, 9, 10 agery in this section of 
Scripture: Christ, the living Stone sur- 
rounded by His people—living stones—and 
building up a spiritual house. An architect 
or construction engineer would be hard 
pressed if, in his planning of a structure 
he had to contend with stones or bricks 
which would grow—some more rapidly 
than others. Such a house would, of 
course, be a lop-sided affair. Yet, this is 
what the apostle Peter pictured for us 
in the realm of the saints. We are all 
living stones in God’s great temple, and we 
grow—are built up—into this spiritual 
house. God has to contend with some 
mighty disproportionate development in 
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His building materials; we each grow 
spiritually at such a varied pace. But 
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the domination and control of that satanic

power, subject to his will. What Peter had 
in mind at this point was that God’s people 
should be a people of His—God’s posses- 
sion, under His control, and subject utterly 
to His will. Thus, a peculiar people—a 
“people of possession.” 

Finally, the purpose of the Christian life 
—individually or collectively: “to show 
forth the praises of Him who hath called 
you out of darkness into His marvelous 
light.” In this one statement alone is suf- 
ficient material for a whole Sunday school 
lesson, and were our space not limited, we 
would be strongly tempted to dwell on it 
at length. The student is invited to con- 
template the four verses of Samuel Med- 
ley’s great hymn, “O Could I Speak the 
Matchless Worth” as a fitting commentary 
on this excellent expression of God’s great 
grace. 


CONCLUSION Have you noticed as we 
have proceeded, the ap- 
propriate designations of the Christian 
community—the grouping together of the 
children of God—in the assigned portions 
of our lesson? In Acts it was the com- 
munion; in Philippians, the citizenry; 
Peter pointed to the spiritual house, the 
priesthood, the elect race, the holy people, 
the people of God’s own possession—each 
a collective group of the servants of God. 
In this way, when the Christian “com- 
munity”—including all those who love and 
serve Christ in His way—is fully indwelt 
by His Spirit, we shall indeed have 
stronger churches influencing wider com- 
munity life for Christ. But basically, it is 
only as God redeems and works through in- 
dividuals that communities can be changed 
for the better.

Good Stewards of Gods’ Gifts 
(Leviticus 25:18-22; Deuteronomy 8:11-18; 
Psalm 24:1; Malachi 3:7-10; 
Matthew 25:14-30; Luke 12:13-34; 21:14;

DATES AND (1) The Psalms consti- 
SETTINGS tuted the Hebrews’ Hymn 
Book, and as such gave musical expression 
to their joys and sorrows, their moments 
of exhilaration as well as their times of 
discouragement. It is often impossible to 
place the individual psalms as to dates and 
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setting. Many think that Psalm 24 repre- 
sents the rejoicing which accompanied the 
carrying of the Ark of the Lord up to 
Jerusalem from Kiriath-Jearim (2 Samuel 
6), somewhat before 1000 B.C. This may 
well be, although we cannot, of course, 
be dogmatic on this point. 

(2) The book of Leviticus presents 
some of the laws, feasts, observances and 
cietary requirements of the Mosaic cove- 
nant. It can be placed during the wander- 
ing of the children of Israel before enter- 
ing Canaan. 

(3) Malachi—one of “the Twelve” as 
the minor prophets were called—was a 
post-exilic spokesman for God in Palestine 
subsequent to the return of the people of 
Judah from the land of their captivity. 
The book can be dated about 430 B.C. 

(4) Paul's first letter to the church at 
Corinth was written during his stay at 
Ephesus on his third missionary journey, 
possibly about 55 A.D. 


INTRODUCTION § Shipley, in his Diction- 

ary of Word Origins, 
has indicated that the literal English mean- 
ing of steward is “keeper of the pigs” 
(from the Anglo-Saxon stigu, sty; and 
weard, ward or keeper). Surely this is a 
far cry from what we generally think of 
in connection with stewardship. Indeed, 
the original Hebrew and Greek words 
which are rendered steward in our Bible 
involve overseership by a specified servant 
in the household of his master—a sort of 
major-domo in the affairs of the hcuse. 
A great deal of responsibility naturally 
fell to the steward of any person’s house 
and possessions and on occasions he was 
left in complete charge of all property, 
with the understanding that he was to 
deal wisely with his master’s possessions 
and give account on demand (Luke 
16:1 ff). It is evident that the steward 
’ must be a trustworthy individual. In fact, 
the apostle Paul wrote to the Corinthians 
that “it is required in stewards that a man 
be found faithful” (1 Cor. 4:2) express- 
ing most appropriately this prerequisite 
for service. As we study this lesson, 
therefore, let us remember that we are 
“stewards of the manifold grace of God” 
(1 Peter 4:10). God has given abundantly 
to us of the spiritual things of His king- 
dom; let us diligently dispense them with 
the responsibility that has been placed 
upon us as faithful stewards. 


PSALM 24:1 While the study of this 

whole psalm does not fall 
within the province of this lesson, I should 
like to call the attention of the reader to 
Dr. Franz Delitzsch’s arrangement of 
this “antiphonal psalm.” As the proces- 
sion of people moved along toward the 
Holy City these words may well have been 
chanted by chorus, first soloist and second 
soloist. According to Dr. Delitzsch this 
may have been the musical arrangement: 
v.-1, 2—chorus; v. 3—first soloist; v. 4— 
second soloist; v. 5, 6—chorus; v. 7, on 
entering the city proper—chorus; v. 8a 
(the question)—soloist No. 1; v. 8b and 
§ (the response)—chorus; v. 10a (the 
question)—soloist No. 2; v. 10b (re- 
sponse)—chorus. This has relatively little 
to do with the lesson, but you might care 








‘to’ fiark it down in your Bible. The first 


verse of the printed text gives the keynote 
of our stewardship responsibilities: The 
Lord is the Owner of the earth and all 
within its boundaries, and He dispenses 
its blessings to His servants. 


LEVITICUS One of the commands of 
25:18-22 the Lord concerning the 
land of Canaan was that every seventh 
year it was to lie fallow—untilled—for 
the purpose of regaining natural strength 
which had become depleted through the 
six years of consistent use. This was 
practical, of course, as all of God’s com- 
mands and laws are practical. And God 
never allows any detail to be overlooked. 
When the people heard of this require- 
ment not to “sow thy field, nor prune thy 
vineyard,” they immediately began to 
wonder where the food would come from 
for the period when the land would not 
be cultivated. Yet God had made pro- 
vision for the need—as He always makes 
provision for the needs of His peovle: 
sufficient produce would be obtained in the 
sixth year to take care of the sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth years—i.e., the last year 
of sowing, the year the land was to lie 
fallow, and the subsequent year until the 
new crop was harvested. However, the 
people would have to be good stewards, 
obedient to God's law, careful of the land. 
It was probably their failure to observe 
this common-sense rule, incidentally, which 
ultimately led to God’s judgment in famine, 
for God oftentimes works His punish- 
ments through natural laws. 


MALACHI The whole question of 
2:7-10 tithing comes into view at 
this point. It has become customary for 


anyone who wants to raise money in to- 
day’s churches to appeal to this text on 
tithing. It is then stated that the Chris- 
tian should give a tithe (a tenth) of his 
mcome to the Lord; then there would be 
no need to plead for money. Indeed, much 
has developed from this idea. There are 
those who believe it absolutcly essential 
for the Christian to bring his tenth to his 
own local church only—‘storehouse tith- 
ing” it is sometimes called; all of his giv- 
ing is to come to the church. Such a plan, 
while advantageous for the local church, 
would drastically curtail the ministries of 
Christian. activities not actually affiliated 
with the local church—e.g., interdenomina- 
tional radio broadcasts, publication soci- 
eties, etc. On the other hand, it can be 
argued that if Christians gave their tithes 
to the local church, the church in turn 
might underwrite a portion of the cost of 
these outside organizations as a missionary 
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God’s Order. John A. Mackay. Macmil- 
lan. 209 pp., Index. $3.00. 

The President of Princeton Theological 
Seminary has written a remarkable little 
book which is one of the important 
religious books of the year. Although it 
is small as books go, it is really two 
books, both of them good. The one book 
is a devotional commentary on the 
epistle to the Ephesians, the other book 
is the setting forth of the basis for an 
ecumenical church. The book is also a 
thorough refutation of the thinking of 
the little minds who have attacked the 
orthodoxy of Princeton’s president. On 
the opening pages there is the testimony, 
in subjective language, of the spiritual 
experience of the regeneration of the 
author—a highly moving recital. 

One of the things that gave me the 
most joy about this book is the reaction 
that it brought forth from the avowed 
liberals. W. E. Garrison, reviewing this 
book in the Christian Century, gives the 
usual complimentary opening which the 
liberal reserves for a book by a respected 
antagonist, and then squeals with pain at 
what he finds in the book. Dr. Mackay, 
writes Garrison, “wants to have it both 
ways—both loyalty to Christ as the bond 
and the criterion, and theological ortho- 
doxy as a basis of unity. ‘Such union 
must always be union in the truth... 
Truth must always be a prior concern 
to unity. But I hasten to add this: Let it 
never be forgotten that Jesus Christ is 
the Truth’ (p. 140). Well and good. But 
on the preceding page: ‘The essentials 
of the Christian faith are those affirma-

tions of belief which center in, and 
derive from, the basic Christian convic- 
tion that Jesus Christ is Lord . . . That 
being so, any statement of essential 
Christian belief that would be expressive 
of, and loyal to, the One Faith must in- 
clude first the acceptance of the supreme 
authority of the Bible as the Word of 
God where alone we learn about Jesus 
Christ; second, an adequate statement 
based on the Bible concerning Jesus 
Christ and the great events and truths 
that center in Him; third, the acceptance 
of the two Sacraments instituted by 
Christ, Baptism and the Lord’s Supper.’ 
And one page later: ‘The richer and 
more adequate the confessional state- 
ment of faith on which churches unite, 
provided always that the doctrinal 
affirmations are intelligently and enthu- 
siastically endorsed, the more cohesive 
will be their unity in the One Faith.’” 
And the liberal reviewer concludes: 
“All this, and much more in the same 
vein, is clearly oriented toward an elab- 
orated theological and confessional unity 
or no unity at all. We are warned 
against the perils of a ‘creedless church’ 
or a church with a ‘very thin’ creed. 
What makes a creed ‘thin’? No creed 
‘enriched’ by doctrinal definitions held 
to ‘center in and be derived from’ the 
basic Christian conviction ever gained a 
great following without the coercion or 
the exclusion of dissenters. It would be 
nothing less than disastrous if a book 
containing so much good theology and 
sound religion should contribute to can- 
onizing that or any other theology as a 
confessional basis for a united church.” 
I thank the liberal reviewer for his 
frankness. And I believe that Dr. 
Mackay’s book is thereby proven to be 
true. It demonstrates that there can be 
no true ecumenical unity apart from 
agreement on a creed that must cover 
more than many people in the ecumen- 
ical movement are prepared to accept. 


The present ecumenical movement 
has excluded millions of truly iunda- 
mental believers (I am not talking about 
“fundamentalists”) who would have 
nothing to do with an organization that 
included the Garrisons who find the 
supreme authority of the Bible as the 
Word of God to be unacceptable. I be- 
lieve that there are many thoughtful 
men who are in the position of Dr. 
Mackay, who should consider carefully 
the necessity of moving the ecumenical 
movement to the right, to include the 
fundamental believers, even though, 
thereby, the liberals are excluded by 
their own choice. Such an ecumenical 
movement would be biblical, and would 
work, because it would be founded on 
the true basis of unity which Dr. Mackay 
so admirably sets forth. This book 
should be read by all who are in any 
wise concerned about the oneness of 


believers in Christ. :

It is the fervent wish of every mis- 

sionary so to portray his work to 

interested Christian friends at home 


that they will be led to take a_ vital 
prayer interest in it. If this were her 
interest, Miss St. John has succeeded 
admirably. The story itself is both excit- 
ing and convincing: so much so that 
neither adults nor children will find it 
easy to put the book down unfinished. 
But, more then that, the need and power 
of the gospel are well set forth in an 
account of a missionary’s life ‘n Chauen, 
a small village in Spanish Morocco. 
Written especially for children, the 
story largely concerns the adventures of 
a little, blind Arab girl, Kinza, and her 
brother. Hamid, who wandering from 
home finally meet a missionary and 
learn about Jesus from her. Later on, 
Jenny, a little English girl, comes to 
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visit her aunt, the missionary, and the 
story concludes by showing the effect 
of trusting the Lord Jesus in the lives 
of these three children. 

This little book does two jobs ex- 
cellently: it pictures conditions among 
the Moroccan Arab villages vividly, 
accurately and interestingly, and it also 
gives a gocd account of real evangelistic 
missionary work among Moslem Arabs. 
The author herself is associated with the 
North Africa Mission in Morocco and 
knows firsthand whereof she writes.

P-ogress and Poverty, Sheldon’s In 
His Steps: What Would Jesus Do?, 
and then a list of modern works 
which have formed the intellectuals 
in certain ways but which we believe 
have not touched the masses at all: 
Freud, Beard, Keynes, Dewey. 
Willkie, ete. Goodman himself feels 
this, for he prefaces this latter list 
with the statement that in modern 
times, because of other means of 
shaping the mass mind (radio, etc.), 
‘‘naming individual works of cata- 
lytic power is something more than 
whimsey,’’ and ‘‘too much definite- 

ness is arbitrariness gone silly.’’ 

The Christian notes with interest 
that the Bible heads the list, and 
that Harriet Beecher Stowe with her 
‘‘harnessing of Christianity ‘and 
demoeracy’’ (as though they, in 
their true forms, had ever been un- 
harnessed!), and Sheldon’s In His 
Steps, are works that stem from the 
Word of God. 


CATHOLIC SUPERIORITY TO CIVIL LAW 

Time reported a ease which has 
rocked France -during the past 
months and whieh has only now 
reached its conclusion. During the 
war the Germans murdered a Jew- 
ish doctor and. his wife. The two 
small ehi'dren of these Jewish par- 
ents. were given asvlum in a Catho- 
lic foundling home and even though 
cireumeized were baptized. When 
Jews sovght to regain the children 
the Catholics stated that they could 
not return them beeause they had 
been baptized and that this auto- 
matica'ly made them Catholics, and 
that, therefore, their souls’ salva- 
tion was involved. The controversy 
reached large proportions when the 
Catholics whisked the children out 
of France and hid them in a mon- 
astery in Spain. Seventeen persons 
were arrested, including six priests 
and two nuns. The French court in 
Grenoble ruled that the children 
must be restored to an aunt. The 
Catholics refused to surrender the 
children, and the more so since they 
are now residing in Israel. 

In the meantime, intelligent Cath- 
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oles had denounced the baptism as 
‘*dishonest and monstrovs,’’ and an 
important Catholic journal L’Esprit 
took a stand for the return of the 
children to their avnt. One aunt, in 
New Zea'and, had the French min- 
ister appeal to the French govern- 
ment and the case was prosecuted 
with determination. It was revealed 
that Catholic authorities had moved 
the chi'dren from place to place, 
changing their names six different 
times, forging identity papers for 
them in each ease. The case was 
apnpealed from Grenoble to the su- 
preme co-rt of France which upheld 
the decision of the Jower court. Now, 
forty-eight hours after the decision 
of the supreme court the two boys 
have been brought back to France. 
The aunt has moved to France and 
eustody has been given to her. An 
agreement worked out with the 
Cardinal primate and the grand 
rabbi of France is that the boys shall 
be brovght up by their Jewish avnt 
and that they shall have the right of 
choosing their religion upon reach- 
ing the age of twenty-one. 

The whole case is very revealing 
as to the inner thought of the Roman 
Catholic Church concerning their 
rights in the souls of men and their 
superiority to all civil law. Let this 
case be remembered if the Catholics 


sueceed in nominating a man for the 
Presidency, and if they seek to say 
that they can conform to the laws of 
the United States. They cannot and 
remain faithful to their innermost 
beliefs. If they were in absolvte con- 
trol, they would act according to 
their own pleasure in all matters.

Verse seventeen is not easy to 
translate. More literally it might 
run: “In this fact love is made com- 
plete with us—namely that we should 
have confidence on the judgment day, 
because as He is we too are in this 
world.” The meaning is that absence 
of fear is the measuring-rod of love, 
and that the ground of such confi- 
dence is the amazing truth that we 
are to God what the Lord was to His 
Father in the days of His flesh. If 
faith can once grasp this last mighty 
privilege, fear dies in the light and 
glory of it. If we stand clothed in 
Christ, no condemnation can touch 
us. The confidence and fellowship 
which exist between a true and loyal 
son and.a good and loving father find 
perfection in the union of God the 
Father and God the Son. It is such 
union, such fellowship, no less, which 
is offered the Christian, a blessedness 
which can be broken only by our de- 
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fection, our wavering. To abide in 
love is to live as Christ lived, and no 
terror, not even the ultimate fear of 
the day of doom, can touch a soul so 
blessed. ' 

Fear, says verse eighteen, “has to 
do with punishment” Fear, in fact, 
is a form of punishment, the penalty 
which like some virus finds harborage 
in the sick soul. There is no worse 
torment, as the spirit of antichrist 
which stalks the world well knows, 
than utter terror, and the thought of 
judgment beyond the grave is the 
sharpest of all fears. There was a 
Roman poet who wrote a century and 
a half before John penned this letter, 
who sought in the name of Epicurus’ 
philosophy to banish God from the 
universe. There are passages in Lu- 
cretius’ somber poem which -become 
morbid and hysterical with the terror 
of judgment to come, a terror which 
it was the prime object of his verse 
1o uproot and efface from his own 
mind and the minds of men. 
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Judgment is too clear a fact of his- 
tory and experience for the ultimate 
reckoning to be dismissed in this 
fashion. There will be judgment on 
the rebel race, but the whole plan 
and purpose of the atonement was to 
save the believer from such con- 
demnation. It is the clear insistence 
of John’s Gospel that the child of 
God has nought to fear at His Fath- 
er’s hands, and in the verses before 
us the same truth reaches sublime 
expression. Before such possibilities 
language falters. “I follow after,” we 
can say with Paul, “if by any means 
I may attain.” 
In verse nineteen there is an in- 
teresting variant. “Him” is omitted 
by a few manuscripts of first rate 
authority: “We love, because He first 
loved us.” The love of God gives us 
the power to love. The thought of 
the amazing love of God revealed in 
Christ is the inspiration of all the 
love which stirs our hearts. We love, 
and therefore cannot hate. Such is 
the shining standard set before us. 
And no commentator can wrestle 
with themes so transcendent without 
a new surge of conviction that some- 
thing divine is before him, unimagined 
and uncreated by men.

BRING THESE MEN 

HOME (43:16) October 12 

Joseph had learned discipline 
through his years of suffering, and 
though he was no longer in any 
danger from his brethren he could 
not reveal himself to them until he 
had tested them thoroughly and found 
whether there was true repentance in 
them. From the time the story of the 
famine began we see that the brothers 
were being subjected to strict and 
thorough discipline. It should be 
noted that this story takes far more 
space in the divine narrative than any 
other story in the book of Genesis, 
and perhaps any story in the Bible. 
The story of the prodigal son can be 
told in a few verses; this story takes 
a dozen times the space. The memory 
of their old sins had to be brought 
back to the brothers. conscience had 
to be awakened, pity aroused. obedi- 
ence demanded, humility instilled into 
them. Joseph was aware of all this 
and was watching them narrowly be- 
fore he should reveal himself to them. 

Lord, go into detail with us. 


AND THE MEN WERE 
AFRAID (43:18) October 13 
This type of fear is not to be con- 
fused with the fear of the Lord which 
is the beginning of wisdom (Prov. 
9:10). That fear is the godly fear 
which comes out of love and which 
wants, earnestly, to please the one 
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who is loved. This fear was none 
other than fright. This fear had an 
aspect of terror within it. But God 
knows the hearts of men and knows 
that some men must be shaken over 
the pit before they will come to their 
senses. He, therefore, comes thunder- 
ing as in John the Baptist, and wooing 
as in the Saviour. These brothers 
were red-handed murderers, brother- 
sellers, blasphemers—and it was nec- 
essary to reduce them to famine, to 
bring them into a strange land and to 
put them totally at the mercy of a 
man in whom they saw all human 
power centered. Only thus could they 
be brought to the place where their 
consciences would be aroused and 
their discipline established. 
Lord, put us in the predicament that is 
best for us. 


THE FIRSTBORN ACCORDING TO HIS 

BIRTHRIGHT (43:33) October 14 
Here is a wonderful type of the 
Lord’s dealings with the Jews at the 
end of this present age. There is no 
Jew in the world who truly knows his 
tribe. The Cohens and the Levis like 
to think that they are of the tribe of 
Levi, but they do not know. We know, 
of course, that there are no “lost 
tribes,” but that the remnant of all 
twelve is in Judah and Benjamin. But 
just as Joseph was able to seat his 
brethren in the order of their age, 
and to their vast astonishment, so the 
Lord Jesus Christ will be able to sort 
out the tribes at the time of His re- 
turn in glory. We read in the book 
of the Revelation that twelve thou- 
sand of each of the twelve tribes are 
chosen for the testimony of the tribu- 
lation times. They may be as aston- 
ished as were Joseph’s brethren, but 
the Heavenly Joseph, the Lord Jesus 

Christ, knoweth them that are His. 
Lord, we thank Thee that Thou 
art all-knowing. 


MY CUP, THE SILVER 
CUP (44:2) October 15 


It would seem evident from the 
narrative that Joseph practiced divi- 
nation. Various methods were used, 
such as taking a cup of water into the 
sunlight and drawing interpretations 
of omens from the fashion in which 
the light played upon the water. We 
must not forget that there were no 
Scriptures at all in those days, and 
we must not judge Joseph in the way 
we would think of those who read tea 
leaves, cut cards, draw straws, gaze 
into crystal balls, read palms of hands 
or bumps on the head, or who stup- 
idly seek to interpret the future from 
the position of the stars in the signs 
of the zodiac. For we, today, have the 
eternal Word of God, and its revela- 
tion is complete and final. If Josevh 
trusted God as the Lord of all phe- 
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nomena he could, without spiritual 
danger, have committed himself to 
some system of seeking the Lord’s 
will, knowing that the Lord has con- 
trol of every detail of all happenings. 
We have graduated from those baby 
days; we have the Word of God and 
trust it alone. 
Lord, we thank Thee for growth 
in the Word. 


THE CUP WAS FOUND (44:12) October 16 
We may wonder why Joseph took 
so much pain to achieve his purpose. 
He had known his brethren as mur- 
derers and as men who would sell a 
brother into slavery. Were they the 
same? Had the years wrought any 
spiritual change? This stratagem was 
a sure way of determining their spir- 
itual condition. If they had been the 
same as they were when they sold 
him into Egypt, they would have dis- 
claimed any responsibility, allowed 
Benjamin to bear the blame of the 
“theft” and have made their way 
home to Palestine. But the Lord has 
done a deep work in the hearts of 
these men. They confess their soli- 
darity with Benjamin and return to 
the house of Joseph in order to plead 
their cause with him. The wheel has 
made its full turn, and they who once 
sold a brother are now ready to be 
slaves themselves rather than give up 
another brother. 
Lord, we thank Thee for spiritual growth. 


GOD HATH FOUND OUT THE INIQUITY 
OF THY SERVANTS (44:16) October 17 


Judah’s words are remarkable. If 
he believed that Benjamin had taken 
Joseph’s cup, there is no thought of 
blaming the boy. He immediately 
associates the whole group with the 
one with whom the cup was found. 
There is the willingness to accept guilt 
and all its consequences. But it seems 
more than likely that there is a 
deeper meaning to the words which 
he spoke. Is he not thinking back 
over the years and remembering all 
of the sin which had been committed 
by them together? Is he not remem- 
bering the slaughter of the Sheche- 
mites, the unbounded jealousy which 
they had held against Joseph, and fin- 
ally, the sale of their brother into 
Egypt? In these words it seems to me 
that Judah announces that they have 
finally come to the end of themselves. 
It is when we come to the end of self 
that we are at the junction where we 
begin with God. 

Lord, bring us to the end of self. 


LET THY SERVANT . . . SPEAK A WORD 
IN MY LORD’S EARS (44:18) October 18 


Judah now speaks, and offers one 
of the most moving addresses to be 
found in all the Word of God. Here 
is the true eloquence of love. Even 
over the course of almost four thou-

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| sand years we can hear the poignancy 
of the voice of Judah, the heart- 
rending account of Jacob’s love for 
Joseph and Benjamin. It would be 
impossible not to believe in the sin- 
cerity of Judah, and it will soon be 
seen that Joseph was melted by the 
love that was so burningly manifest 
in the address of Judah. Here is a 
man who takes full responsibility for 
sin before God, who thinks only of 
his father and his brother Benjamin, 
who offers himself as a slave if only 
his brother can be thereby redeemed. 
Here we see the same love that will 
prompt Moses to ask God to blot his 
name out of the book of life (Ex. 
32:32), and that will promot Paul to 
wish himself accursed for his breth- 
ren. Only the transforming power of 
divine love can do this. 
Lord, give us Thine overflowing love. 


LET THY SERVANT ABIDE INSTEAD 
OF THE LAD (44:33) October 19 
The narrative shows great moral 
change in all the brethren, but es- 
pecially in Judah. When this boy was 
born he was named with great hope 
by his mother, and given the name of 
Judah, which means “Praise” (29: 
35). His early life had never shown 
any evidence that he was living up 
to this name, or that he was the hon- 
ored one who would be in the line of 
the Messiah. But as the narrative 
moves on we see how the normal proc- 
esses of life are used to bring about 
the transformation of his nature. Even 
when it might be thought that Benja- 
min was a thief, Judah took the blame 
as though the fault was with them all 
for having been such bad examples to 
their brother. And im this great ap- 
peal he lives up to his name and 
shows the transforming power of the 
work of God which has come, almost 
imperceptibly, with the passing of 
time and the eroding force of events. 
Lord, make us worthy of our new name. 


JOSEPH MADE HIMSELF KNOWN UNTO 
HIS BRETHREN (45:1) October 20 
So marvelous is this narrative that 
it carries with it the stamp of inspir- 
ation. Maclaren says, “If the writer of 
this inimitable scene of Joseph’s rec- 
onciliation with his brethren was not 
simply an historian, he was one of the 
great dramatic geniuses of the world, 
master of a vivid minuteness like De- 
foe’s, and able to touch the springs of 
tears by a pathetic simplicity like his 
who painted the death of King Lear. 
Surely theories of legend and of mo- 
saic work fail here.” Thus it shall be 
in the future when the Lord Jesus 
Christ comes again. His brethren— 
Israel—know Him not today, but they 
shall look on Him whom they have 
pierced (John 19:37), and He shall 
disclose Himself to them. Though 
they may quake with fear He will so 





confirm His love to them that He will 
prove irresistible. What a day that 
will be! 

Lord, hasten the day of Thy coming. 


1 AM JOSEPH (45:3) October 21 
The thunderbolt strikes. The day of 
reckoning was at hand. This, of course, 
is a type of the revelation of Jesus 
Christ to Israel at the end of the age. 
Israel betrayed the Lord and would 
have no other king but Caesar. But 
Caesar has punished Israel through 
the centuries, and will till the end. 
Then shall come the sign of the com- 
ing of the Son of Man. They shall 
look for the lion of the tribe of Judah 
and, behold, they shall see the Lamb 
(Rev. 5: 5,6). It was the same exper- 
ience that had to come to Saul of 
Tarsus, on the road to Damascus. 
When the light shone from Heaven, he 
cried out, “Who art Thou, Lord?” 
(Acts 9:5), and the answer came, “I 
am Jesus.” Thus it has been with the 
hearts of every one of us who have 
come to the true God. We must begin 

with the revelation of Jesus Christ. 
Lord, reveal Thyself to us. 


YE SOLD ME... (45:5) October 22 
What part does God take in the ac- 
tions of wicked men? It should go 
without saying that God never takes 
part in the wickedness of men, yet He 
may, and certainly does, bear a part 
in those actions which wicked men 
perform. We cannot doubt that the 
action of Joseph’s brethren was deeply 
criminal in selling him into Egypt, yet 
there can be no doubt of the divine 
plan behind the horrible deed. “You 
sold me . . . God sent me.” God af- 
forded these men (and all wicked 
men) the opportunities of doing that 
which is within their hearts, yet He 
Himself is not a partaker in the crime. 
Thus it is with every crime that is 
committed in the world. What our 
blessed Lord said to His judge who 
boasted of having power to release or 
condemn Him, we may say to every 
criminal in the universe, “Thou 
couldst have no power at all to com- 
mit thy crimes, except it were given 

thee from above.” 
Lord, we thank Thee that Thou art Lord, 
even of evil men. 


GOD DID SEND ME (45:5) October 23 

By looking through second causes 
to the Lord, the first cause of all, we 
learn to trace all the events of our 
lives to the Heavenly Father, an all- 
wise Being. It is the Lord who “work- 
eth all things after the counsel of His 
own will” (Enh. 1:11), and who brings 
good out of evil and order out of 
confusion. In this story of Joseph the 
Lord has seen fit to reveal all of the 
behind-the-scenes workings in such 
a way that we are forced to see the 
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manner in which the Lord of the uni- 
verse brings to pass His own plans. 
He permits such circumstances to oc- 
cur that make it seem impossible that 
His purposes shall be accomplished; 
then He intervenes in such a manner 
as to bring His plans to accomplish- 
ment, and He makes it seem as though 
it were easy and natural. It is in this 
supernatural naturalness that He 
shows Himself our God. 
Lord, may we see Thee in every turn 
of life. 
GOD SENT ME BEFORE 
YOU (45:7) October 24 
He didn’t know it at the time it 
happened, for he was weeping sorely, 
and his evil brothers were stony in 
their cruelty; nevertheless it was God. 
Satan is always going about as a roar- 
ing lion, seeking whom he may de- 
vour (1 Pet. 5:8), but he cannot act 
without divine permission. He could 
not test Job, or even enter the herd 
of swine, until he first had permission 
from the Lord. God frequently gives 
Satan liberty to tempt men, and to 
allow them to proceed according to 
their will, and the result is violence 
and iniquity. Often God is repre- 
sented as the author of these acts. 
while the same acts are elsewhere re- 
ferred to Satan. Both God and Satan 
are said to have moved David to num- 
ber Israel (2 Sam. 24:1; 1 Chron.21:1). 
Both God and Satan sent a lying spirit 
to the prophets of Baal (2 Chron. 18: 
20-22). The reason we need never b2 
afraid of Satan is that God is working 
out His plans through him. 
Lord, give us to look on the divine side. 
IT WAS NOT YOU THAT 
SENT ME (45:8) October 25 
When God reveats a thing it is not 
for literary effect but because He 
wants our little minds to lay hold 
upon great truth and to be held by 
that truth. The brothers had sold him 
into slavery; but Joseph reiterates 
that God did it. Some may think that 


and evil, disposes us to forgive easily 
all who injure us. It does not incline 
us to palliate their faults, as if they 
were mere unconscious instruments 
impelled by the force of Him who 
made use of them; for in all that they 
do, they act as freely as if God had 
no part at all in their actions; but it 
inclines us to pity, to forgive, and 
pray for them, as slaves to their own 
passions, enemies to their own wel- 
fare, and real, though unwitting, 
benefactors to our souls. This effect 
is strongly exemplified in Joseph, for 
he saw the hand of God overruling 
the designs of his brothers; and from 
that consideration, he not only read- 
ily forgave them, but entreated them 
“not to be grieved or angry with 
themselves,” since, whatever had 
been their intentions, God had made 
use of all their doings for the ac- 
complishment of His own gracious 
purposes. 
Lord, make us truly forgiving. 
GOD HATH MADE ME LORD 
OF ALL EGYPT (45:9) October 27 
Joseph comes again and again to 
the fact that God did it all. The real- 
ization of this truth, even concerning 
he outrages and disasters of life, 
must fill us with admiration for the 
divine wisdom. It is impossible to 
trace the details of this story without 
adoring the divine wisdom whereby 


the various events in Joseph’s life 
were made to bring forth the one 
great event—the preservation of the 
family of Jacob. If we consider the 
still greater diversity of circumstances 
whereby Jesus was made to fulfill the 
Scriptures, and to effect the redemp- 
tion of the world; and if we consider 
God’s method in cutting off the Jews 
in order to engraft the Gentiles, and 
then restoring the Jews to bring in 
the joys that follow the fullness of the 
Gentiles—if we consider all these 
things, we must cry, “O the depths 
of the riches both of the wisdom and 
the knowledge of God! How unsearch- 
able are His judgments, and His ways 
past finding out!” (Rom. 11:33). 
Lord, who is like unto Thee? 


THOU SHALT DWELL IN THE LAND 
OF GOSHEN (45:10) October 28 
How happy is the believer while 
here in this world! Those who do not 
know God have no refuge to which 
they can flee; no consolation in time 
of trial; no security against the evils 
they dread. But the believer knows 
that all things work together for his 
good. No matter what the storm, he 
knows that the Lord is piloting him 
through to a safe harbor, “therefore 
. will not fear, though the waves 
thereof roar, and the mountains be 
carried into the midst of the sea” 
(Psa. 46:2). True, he does not know 
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holding this truth involves God as 
minister of sin, and that it would tend 
to justify men in their iniquities. But 
the opposite is true. To know that 
God is in every action and behind 
every headline, even of the most vio- 
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the precise details of any phase of the 
conflict, he does not know whether 
or not he will be caught in any im- 
pending calamity, but he knows that 
it shall be precisely such as _ his 
Heavenly Father sees to be best for 
him, and with that assurance he is 
satisfied. Thus he is kept in perfect 
peace because his mind is stayed on 
God. 

Lord, stay our minds on Thee. 


THOU SHALT BE NEAR UNTO 
ME (45:10) October 29 

For them to be near to Joseph 
meant protection, preservation, the 
supply of all their need, and fellow- 
ship . . . the ruler of the nation, with 
all that that implied. For us to be 
near to the Lord Jesus Christ means 
all of these things in our lives. It 
means protection: “The beloved of 
the Lord shall dwell in safety by 
Him” (Deut. 33:12). What can harm 
us when we are im the care of the 
One who died for us? It means pres- 
ervation: surely the Lord will take 
care of the property which He pur- 
chased at such a cost. It means the 
supply of all our need: “He that 
spared not His own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all; how shall He not 
with Him also, freely give us all 
things?” (Rom. 8:32). And more than 
all things is that which fellowship im-

plies; we shall have the Lord Himself 
and love could ask for no more.

THEE (45:11) October 30 
What but the perversity of our 
nature can keep us dwelling in a land 
of famine when there is full provision 
made for us, by the side of our Lord. 
For the accent in this text must be 
put upon the place of nourishment. It 
is when we are dwelling by Him that 
He can nourish us. Then it is that He 
can supply all our need according to 
His riches in glory, by Christ Jesus. 
The rejected Joseph becomes the lord 
of all and the saviour of his own. The 
rejected Lord Jesus Christ has been 
made the Lord of all and the Saviour 
of His own. To be nourished by Him 
means all the tender supply that a 
mother would give her nursing child; 
it means all the strong supply that a 
brother would give to a brother; and 
it means all the satisfying supply that 
God Almighty would give to His re- 
deemed child. 
Lord, nourish us. 


HE KISSED ALL HIS 

BRETHREN (45:15) October 31 
What tender forgiveness is here. 

Joseph had known the loneliness of 

the desert road, the loneliness of Poti- 

the loneliness of the 


prison cell, the loneliness of the for- 
eigner on a solitary throne. Now here 
were his brethren, bone of his bone 
and flesh of his flesh. Here was Ben- 


jamin, “his mother’s son” (48:29), 
whom he calls “my brother Benja- 
min” (45:12). It was the glory of the 
knowledge of the divine purpose in 
all his suffering that wiped out all 
rancor and brought Joseph to the 
arms of those who had despitefully 
used him. And it was the knowledge, 
too, that the divine discipline had 
fashioned these strong men_ into 
tender men, these murderers and 
brother-sellers into men of repent- 
ance and faith. God, in His grace, had 
wiped out sin, and thus had made 

fellowship possible. 
Lord, we thank Thee that Thou hast 
embraced us.

asking, “And who is my neighbor?” 
We have read the answer, the story 
of the good samaritan, so many times 
that we all unconsciously think of 
ourselves in the role of the compas- 
sionate one—never as the priest or 
the Levite, those professors of a form- 
ally correct religion. We justify our- 
selves without even asking, “Who are 
my neighbors?” Only God ‘can meas- 
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ure the consequences to the whole 
world of our failure. 

“My brethren, have not the faith 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord 
of glory, with respect of persons.”

friends, those from whom He had 
every right to claim understanding 
and fidelity had let Him down; and 
our Lord found Himself at that mo- 
ment alone, facing the cross, the 
Father’s will the purpose of redemp- 
tion, alone; and yet He was able to 

say “My peace.” 

Long-suffering, patience and endur- 
ance: How much evidence is there 
in our lives of these? Peter reminds 
us of the long-suffering of God. “He 
is net willing that any should perish 
but all should come to be recipients.” 
We are called to be long-suffering in 
the work of God, but how impatient 
we are! We expect people to jump 
at the truth, forgetting the long way 
we traveled. before the light dawned, 
forgetting how much prayer was of- 
fered..for us. Impatience hinders and 
spoils the work of the Spirit. Long- 
suffering in the work of God and 
long-suffering with others. 

Gentleness: When I think of this 
aspect of the Spirit’s working I think 
of the gentleness of the touch of a 
doctor’s hand. Most of us have known 
that gentle, firm, persistent probing, 
the touch of the doctor’s hand. Why 
the gentleness? I am not a doctor, 
but if I were, I think there would be 
two things behind the gentleness of 
my touch, the first an anxiety not to 
cause unnecessary pain. There might 
come a time when pain cannot be 
avoided but gentleness will postpone 
that moment. The less the pain the 
greater the trust. 

How desperately lacking gentleness 
is in so much of our work for Christ. 
The way we go about it we call zeal; 
we call it keenness; we call it dealing 
faithfully with people; but it is more 
often just plain rudeness and rough- 
ness. How much unnecessary wound- 
ing and hurting goes on in the name 
of Christian witness. We label people 
hard, tough, indifferent or antago- 
nistic and all the time our diagnosis 
is utterly wrong because we have 
been so rough with them. We were 
in such a hurry we did not take time 
to get to know them and even as we 
hit at what we call the hardness of 
their hearts they were hiding des- 
perately, bravely the hurt of a wound 
which had been there for years and 
had never healed. Oh, the need for 
gentleness! 

Kindness: Are you kind, or is that 
evidence lacking? 
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Goodness: Goodness, too. Very sim- 
ply this! It is related to that which 
we have handled. May I ask you a 
question that I would ask myself? 
How close an examination can your 
Christian life stand? To me one of 
the most amazing testimonies to the 
Person of our Lord was the testimony 
of John who after he had lived and 
slept and worked and walked with 
Christ for nearly three years, had 
rubbed shoulders with Him, seen Him 
tired, seen Him at ease, seen Him 
busy, seen Him alone, after all that 
time with Jesus he said: “I have seen 
the glory.” The trouble with us is 
that others see a hint of the glory if 
they see us at a distance and if they 
come close it goes. Sheer goodness 
which can stand examination, no mat- 
ter how close, is reality. Do you re- 
member that lovely description of the 
robe of our Lord, the coat without a 
seam, woven throughout all of one 
piece? Does your goodness flow into 
your business, is there the same qual- 
ity of Christian goodness there? I 
have been ashamed by what I have 
heard folk who are ardent Christians 
say about Christians who did not care 
a rap about slipping a fast one over 
someone. They have a_ different 
standard in their businesses compared 
with the standard of the prayer meet- 
ing. Is your business witness and 
testimony good, can it stand a close 
examination no matter who the deal 
is with? 
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Could Christ examine every transac- 
tion and find that it is good? Does 
goodness find its way out into your 
home, into your letter writing, into 
your conversation? Is there goodness 
everywhere? We have heard of the 
sin of envy. Has envy slipped out 
through your fingers while you have 
been writing? There has not been 
goodness there; there have been re- 
pinings in what you wrote; you wrote 
to hurt because you were jealous. 
Goodness. 

Faith: Faith in God, what does that 
mean? Just a quiet confidence. How 
many apologetic Christians there are! 
We seem to be on the losing side and 
we apologize for our faith, and we 
are doubtful about God. There is a 
desperate lack of evidence here. We 
apologize for our message, for our 
way of life, for our conduct, for our 
standards, and all the time the world 
is looking to us for evidence. The 
fruit of the Spirit is faith, a confi- 
dence in God. not a pride, but just 
2 quiet. confidence, a sureness in our 
God, that will dare to be different 
and make no apologies. After all, we 
have nothing to apologize for. I have 
not yet seen a thing in the world 
which can come anywhere near what 
we have in Christ. Have you? Why 
then apologize? 

Think: If it means a daring to be 
different in quiet confidence in God, 
surely this word “faith” (which can 
equally well be translated “faithful- 
ness”) means not only that but abso- 
lute dependability. Can your minister 
count on you, are you utterly depend- 
able, or have you got to be fussed 
over, thanked, invited, patted on the 
back? It goes on in every church 
today. Are we not a poor lot some 
of us! 

Meekness: For what evidence shall 


| I look that will display meekness? 


I would suggest there are two marks 
of meekness. The first consists in the 
measure of my acceptance of injury. 
For that I would turn you to that 
tremendous chapter in Philippians 
where Paul sets out the humility of 
the mind in Christ Jesus who 
humbled Himself and became obedi- 
ent unto death in a humility which 
set no limit to the injury that he was 
prepared to receive who, when he 
was reviled, reviled not again. Have 


| you been reviled, have you been in- 


jured, then how did you receive it? 
With resentment, with rebellion, with 
reviling in your turn, with bitterness 
and backbiting? What evidence could 
be seen of your receiving it in silence, 
in humility, and with completeness 
of forgiveness, with a prayer in your 
heart that God would teach you to 
apply anything that was true in those 
abiding words to your own life, not 


posing as a ‘martyr but knowing that 
if all the truth were known of what 
you are in the sight of God no words 
could be too severe or hard to con- 
demn your sinfulness? Do you know 
what it is to accept injury in the 
spirit of utter meekness so that the 
world can see you are meek? “The 
meek will He guide in judgment, and 
the meek will He teach His way.” 

One of the spheres where there 
is a tragic lack of evidence is in 
the sphere of relationships between 
Christian and Christian, between 
church and church, ketween denomi- 
nation and denomination. How little 
meekness there is there. This church 
will not learn from that, and this 
Christian will not learn from that. We 
are so sure we are right. Can we not 
be meek enough to receive instruc- 
tions from Him concerning His truth; 
our happiness, His glory, our place in 
the service whether it be conspicuous 
or not, our satisfaction. What evi- 
dence of meekness can be seen in 
your life? 

And the last? Tolerance or self- 
control: That suggests first of all an 
ordered life. Is your life controlled, 
or does it bear the marks of confu- 
sion? Is your life balanced. do vou find 
a time in your life for fellowship 
with Christians, fellowship with God, 
witness to the world? All your family 
duties and your business demands, 
have you got them all ordered, con- 
trolled, balanced, so that when any- 
body comes in touch with your life 
he finds that it is controlled, it is 
orderly, it is not confused, you have 
time for everything for which you 
have to have time, you have not got 
out of balance? Order in my life, also, 
surely, overcoming any temptation. 

As folk watch you being tempted 
can they see that mastery, that quiet 
government in all temptation without 
any hint of anxiety, but with a quiet 
confidence knowing that you are con- 
quero’s? I ask you, as I ask myself, 
not are you instructed in the details 
of the orthodoxy of our faith, I am 
not asking for that. There is a lot of 
talk, a lot of personal work, personal 
witness, many tracts are given out, 
sermons are preached, there is a tre- 
mendous amount of declaration, that 
which we hear, but what about that 
which we have seen and our hands 
have handled of the Word of Life? 

I would submit to you as God has 
laid this upon my heart that the 
blight which is resting upon the life 
and witness of the work of Jesus 
Christ today is a lack of visible evi- 
dence. The real trouble is the kind 
of Christian you are and I am.

of the inspired revelation is con- 
cerned. This is why the Lord says 
that one of the first principles of Bible 
study is that no Scripture is of “pri- 
vate interpretation” (2 Pet. 1:20). 
The exegesis of the Greek shows that 
this verse should not be interpreted 
to restrict the right of the private 
individual to read and understand the 
Bible for himself. 

The Lord says that the anointing 
by the Spirit renders us capable of 
understanding, so that we do not need 
to have any one teach us (1 John 
2:27). The existence of teachers by 
divine order and arrangement is like 
the original institution of divorce, not 
because it was God’s first choice, but 
because of the hardness of the hearts 
of men (Mt. 19:8). The responsibility 
for reading and knowing the Word 
and will of God is upon every indi- 
vidual, who must find out for himself, 
conclude what he believes and be 
ready to give an answer for the hope 
that is within him, knowing that he 
will be answerable to the Lord for 
the content of his faith, and that he 
will not be permitted to present the 
excuse that he believed what some 
church or group of clergy interpreted 
for him. All this to show what the 
passage does not teach. Positively, 
what it does teach is that no passage 
of Scripture is to be taken by itself, 
but must be read in the light of all 
the rest of the Bible. 

How many heresies arise from a 
ialse interpretation of a single verse 
of Scripture; and the matter is even 
sadder when we realize that the in- 
terpretation would have been cor- 
rected if the heretic had taken time 
to collate all of the passages covering 
the subject on which he erred. The 
one sure method of continuing in the 
path of truth is to have all that the 
Bible reveals on any possible point of 
discussion. Obviously, for any one 
man to know all truth would mean 


| that he had compacted the whole of 


the Scripture, like a pyramid, and 


| made it stand upon its apex with its 





jull weight upon a single passage. 
Then the whole process would have 
to be begun over again and continued 
through all the thousands of topics 
which could be discussed from the 
Bible. Time is too short for any one 
man to do it. That is why no indi- 
vidual has ever been able to write a 
satisfactory commentary upon the 
whole of the Bible. Men who have 
spent their lives on a single book 
have produced the great commen- 
taries on those individual books. 





The Doctrine of the Trinity 

Although it has utterly failed to 
push it to its proper and warranted 
conclusions, the Church throughout 
the ages has recognized this principle 
in the most obvious instances. Every- 
one knows that every Christian creed, 
Eastern, Roman or Protestant, ac- 
knowledges the doctrine of the 
Trinity. How did the Church arrive 
at that doctrine? There is no essay, 
treatise or even single passage in the 
Bible that teaches the truth. The 
Trinity—the word itself—is not found 
in the Bible though the Church has 
rightly found the fact and the doc- 
trine there. Even a Unitarian, if he 
be an honest Unitarian and has stud- 
ied the Bible, would be forced to 
confess that there are passages in the 
Scriptures which attribute the crea- 
tion of the universe to each of the 
three members of the Godhead. In 
Genesis, it is the Father who is the 
Creator: “In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth” 
(Gen. 1:1). In the New Testament, 
it is the Lord Jesus Christ who is the 
Creator: “All things were made by 
him, and without him was not any- 
thing made that was made” (John 
1:3). In the book of Job, it is the 
Holy Spirit who is designated as the 
Creator: “By his spirit he hath gar- 
nished the heavens” (Job 26:13). 

The Church, from the beginning, 
has taken such scattered passages, 
and many others that carry similar 
thought, and has put them together, 
boldly and correctly, forming the doc- 
trine of the Trinity as it is found in 
the creeds and theologies of widely 
varying sects. The fathers and re- 
formers never found it strange to 
take a verse out of Genesis and fit it 
to a verse in John, and to bring a 
verse from Job alongside to cast yet 
more light on a doctrine. Such a 
method, which would be outrageous 
in any other work, is a necessity in 
the study of the Bible. You may not 
iake a paragraph from astronomy, 
one from psychology and one from 
apiculture and fit them together to 
Graw a conclusion about the balance 
of centrifugal and centripetal force. 
But a line from the prophetic vision 
of Ezekiel, one from the Mosaic writ- 
ings and one from the poetry of the 
Psalms may well be put together to 
show us some truth about God and 
His Heaven and His will for man. 


The Lamb That Was Slain 

As the application of this method 
which we are about to make may 
startle some readers, it may be well to 
amplify this discussion of method by 
bringing one more example that has 
become commonly known throughout 
Christendom by its use in the uni- 
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versal Church. It would be impos- 
sible to know the biblical doctrine 
that surrounds the familiar symbol of 
the Lamb without taking the account 
of the sacrifice of Abel, that of Abra- 
ham offering Isaac, that of Moses and 
the Passover, and putting them to- 
gether with the order of the day of 
atonement, to form the foundation of 
the doctrine of the Lamb, as the aton- 
ing sacrifice for sin. Only then we 
can understand the continuing de- 
velopment of the doctrine throughout 
the rest of the Scriptures. In Isaiah, 
we discover the first hint that the 
Lamb is to be a man (53:5, 6). In 
the fourth Gospel, we see John the 
Baptist pointing to Jesus as the One 
who is God’s Lamb, come to bear 
away the sin of the world (1:29). In 
the Epistles, we learn that Christ, our 
passover, has been sacrificed for us 
(1 Cor. 5:7); and by the time we 
reach the Revelation we are ready to 
join with the myriads: to sing: 
“Worthy is the Lamb that was slain 
to receive power, and riches, and 
wisdom, and strength, and honor, and 
glory, and blessing” (Rev. 5:12). 


God Breathed the Message 


It would be a simple matter to mul- 
tiply illustrations of this method a 
setting forth the doctrines of the 
Word of God. These we have men- 
tioned will suffice. We should not 
pass on, however, without realizing 
the implications of this method of 
study. The fact that many men of 
varying backgrounds, writing over a 
period of sixteen hundred years, could 
produce a work in which every part 
may be fitted perfectly into every 
other part, with not one verse too 
many and not one verse too few, 
demonstrates that behind the human 
authors there was God who breathed 
through them the message He wished 
to have recorded at the time and in 
the manner and form that suited His 
purpose. 

It is objected by some that the 
marks of human personality upon the 
writings of the various human au- 
thors indicate that the Bible is a 
human book. We would answer this 
with an analogy. The angel who an- 
nounced to Mary that she would be- 
come the mother of the Messiah, 
heard the Virgin ask, “How shall this 
be, seeing that I know not a man?” 
The answer came: “The Holy Spirit 
shall come upon thee, and the power 
of the Highest shall overshadow thee; 
therefore also that holy thing which 
shall be born of thee shall be called 
the Son of God” (Lk. 1:35). So the 
baby was born. He was the second 
Person of the Trinity, the Son of God. 
But He was not a Chinese baby, nor 
a Negro baby, nor a Nordic Aryan; 
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He was a Jewish baby. The greatest 
glory of Israel was this: “of whom 
concerning the flesh Christ came, who 
is over all, God Blessed for ever” 
(Rom. 9:5). 

Just as the Holy Spirit came upon 
the womb of Mary, so He came upon 
the brain of a Moses, a David, an 
Isaiah, a Paul, a John, and the rest 
of the writers of the divine library. 
The power of the Highest over- 
shadowed them, therefore that holy 
thing which was born of their minds 
is called the Holy Bible, the Word of 
God. The writings of Luke will, of 
course, have the vocabulary of Luke; 
and the works of Paul will bear the 
stamp of Paul’s mind; but this is only 
in the same manner that the Lord 
Jesus Christ might have had eyes 
like His mother’s, or hair that was 
the same color and texture as hers. 
He did not inherit her sins, because 
the Holy Spirit had come upon her. 
If we ask how this could be, the an- 
swer is that God says so. And the 
writings of the men of the Book did 
not inherit the errors of their carnal 
minds, because the writings were con- 
ceived by the Holy Spirit and born out 
of their personalities without par- 
taking of their fallen nature. If we 
ask how this could be, again the 
answer is that God says so. 

For all these reasons, therefore, be- 
cause of the nature of the divine reve- 
Jation and the manner in which it 
was unfolded progressively, from 
heart to heart and from century to 
century, we must follow the method 
of, bringing texts from all parts of 
Scripture and putting them together 
to form one coherent entity of doc- 
trine. Furthermore, this method of 
Bible study is set forth in the second 
chapter of First Corinthians. Here 
the writer insists on the supreme im- 
portance of the very words of the 
biblical vocabulary, as opposed to 
human, philosophical terms: “And my 
speech and my preaching was not 
with enticing words of man’s wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power .. .” And writing of 
the things revealed by God, he con- 
tinues: “Which things also we speak, 
not in the words which man’s wisdom 
teacheth, but which the Holy Spirit 
teacheth; comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual” (1 Cor. 2:4, 13). To 
give the full force of the Greek would 
be to translate it, “comparing spir- 
itual things with the spiritual words.” 

It is this method of Bible study 
which we purpose to apply to the 
first verse of the Bible. Just as the 
lamb of Isaiah 53 explains the lamb 
of Exodus, so the details of creation 
given by Isaiah, Jeremiah and Ezekiel 
shed their revealing light on the first 
verses of the Bible. 
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On the one side of the abyss stands 
the phrase, “In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth.” 
We come to the other side and read 
the second verse as it is found in the 
King James Version: “And the earth 
was without form and void, and dark- 
ness covered the face of the deep.” 
The revisers in both the English and 
American revisions, not satisfied with 
the terms “without form and void,” 
have given us the better translation, 
“waste and void,” though the RSV has 
gone back to the King James render- 
ing. Still another translator inter- 
prets the Hebrew as “a wreck and a 
ruin.” In French there is a common 
expression which translates our idea 
of topsy-turvy: it is tohu-bohu—an 
expression transliterated from the 
Hebrew of this second verse of Gene- 
sis. These are the words which vari- 
ous translators have rendered “with- 
out form,” “void,” “waste,” “desolate,” 
“empty,” “wreck,” “ruin.” 

Just here the importance of the 
comparative method of Bible study is 
seen. In Isaiah 45:18, we read that 
God did not create the world as it is 
found in the second verse of Genesis: 
“For thus saith the Lord that created 
the heavens; God himself that formed 
the earth and made it; he hath estab- 
lished it, he created it not tohu.. .” 
Here is the same Hebrew word as in 
the second verse of the Bible. It is 
a formal statement: God did not 
create the earth as it is portrayed in 
the description that has commonly 
been called chaos. The great French 
Catholic translator, Abbe Crampon, 
boldly renders it thus: “He hath es- 
tablished it Himself and did not make 
it as a chaos [Qui l’a fondee Lui- 
meme et qui n’en a pas fait un 
chaos].” It is noteworthy that the 
Revised Standard Version has adopted 
this reading. “He did not create it a 
chaos.” 

This categorical statement is suffi- 
cient to prove beyond any shadow of 
doubt that the first and second verses 
are separated by an interval. We 
might read the two verses from Gene- 
sis and the one from Isaiah as fol- 
lows: “In the beginning God created 
the heavens and the earth. And the 
earth—though God most certainly did 
not create it that way—became a 
wreck and a ruin, and darkness cov- 
ered the face of the deep.” 

That we have every right to trans- 
late the verb by the continuing form 
“became” is amply demonstrated by 
the fact that this precise form is thus 
translated in other parts of the Old 
Testament, as for example, “Lot’s 
wife looked back and she became a 
pillar of salt” (Gen. 19:26). 
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So far, this is very satisfying to the 
heart. If a perfect God should create 
a very imperfect world, chaotic, waste 
and desolate, a wreck and a ruin, it 
would be a violation of one of the 
great spiritual principles, stated by 
the Holy Spirit Himself: A fountain 
cannot send forth sweet water and 
bitter (Jas. 3:11). And if “a good 
man out of the good treasure of the 
heart bringeth forth good things; and 
an evil man out of the evil treasure 
bringeth forth evil things” (Mt. 12: 
35), how much more must a good and 
perfect God bring forth a good and 
perfect creation? Mrs. Mary Baker 
Eddy saw this dilemma and sought 
to resolve it by saying that God had 
created everything perfect, and that, 
therefore, everything is perfect, and 
that any impression to the contrary 
is but an error of mortal mind. What 
she failed to realize was that the 
invisible war had broken out against 
the background of a perfect creation, 
and that God, for His own purposes, 
which we shall study in detail, put 
forth His Word to turn that perfect 
creation into a wreck and a ruin. So 
our hearts rest quietly in the truth set 
forth by the Psalmist, “As for God, 
his ways are perfect .. .” (Psa. 18: 
30). 

One objection has been imagined 
which we will do well to meet and 
set aside at once. It is argued that 
the passage in the ten commandments 
concerning the seventh day contra- 
dicts what we have been saying. We 
read the following: “For in six days 
the Lord made heaven and earth, the 
sea and all that in them is, and rested 
the seventh day” (Ex. 20:11). The 
answer is that there is a vast differ- 
ence between the original creation of 
the heavens and the earth, and the 
subsequent formation, fashioning and 
restoration of that same earth which 
had been turned into chaos. 

The careful reader of the first 
chapter of Genesis will note that the 
word create is found in the first verse 
and appears no more in the account 
until the introduction of life, in the 
fifth and sixth days of the restoration. 
God was not seeking mere literary 
effect when He used the several verbs 
in Isaiah, “Thus saith the Lord that 
created the heavens; God himself 
that formed the earth and made it; 
he hath established it, he created it 
not a chaos, he formed it to be in- 
habited: I am the Lord; and there is 
none else” (Isa. 45:18). 

To create, as the great philologist 
Rabbi Naskman put it, is “to produce 
out of nothing.” It is to call into being 
some material thing without the aid 
of any existing material. It is the 
materialization of a thought of God. 
The discoveries of the atomic age, 
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centering in the recently acquired 
knowledge that mass and energy are 
the same thing in different form, give 
powerful significance to the Bible 
teaching that the material universe 
is the tangible expression of the Word 
of God going forth in the command 
of His desire. “By the Word of the 
Lord were the heavens made: and all 
the host of them by the breath of his 
mouth ... he spake and it was... .” 
(Psa. 33: 6, 9). 

We are not told in Scripture how 
God created the heavens and the 
earth. We do not know whether it 
happened in an instant, as He most 
surely could have caused it to appear 
had He thus desired; or whether the 
process of creation covered a period 
of long ages. God could have done it 
any way He liked. He has revealed 
only the quantity of truth that seemed 
best to Him for His purpose. There 
is not a line in the Bible which is 
placed there for mere rhetorical ef- 
fect, or for the gratification of curi- 
osity. To satisfy the carnal mind was 
not one of God’s purposes; of that 
we may be sure. What we have in 
the Book is all relevant to His main 
purpose. He is giving us the story of 
the eternal plan, with special em- 
phasis on man’s complete ruin in 
sin, and His own perfect remedy in 
Christ. 

The other verbs which are used to 
describe the work of the six days, 
such as made, divide, and set, are 
used elsewhere of work done with 
existing materials, as when a woman 
prepares a meal or a man builds a 
boat. The original creation was be- 
fore the forming and fashioning. 

That something tremendous and 
terrible happened to the first, perfect 
creation is certain. We know that 
later the earth which had become 
waste and empty was reformed and 
refashioned in the six days and peo- 
pled by the newly created beings, 
Adam and his wife; and that this re- 
newed and restored earth, of which it 
is stated six times that God saw that 
it was good (1:4, 10, 12, 18, 21, 25) 
and once that it was very good (1:31), 
was later cursed on account of man’s 
sin. We have every right to argue 
from analogy that the original crea- 
tion, long before Adam’s re-made 
world was cursed because of earlier 
sin, fell into chaos because of the 
righteous judgment of God upon some 
outbreak of rebellion. We believe that 
there is sufficient light in the Word 
of God to give us more than a few 
details. Somewhere back before the 
chaos of the second verse of Genesis 
there was a great tragedy and a 
terrible catastrophe. 

It should be pointed out, perhaps, 


‘that the knowledge of this explana- 
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tion of the Scripture is nothing new. 
It is well over a hundred years since 
Dr. Thomas Chalmers of Scotland 
observed that there must be a con- 
siderable interval of time between the 
first two verses of Genesis. And we 
read in the notes of Crampon, who is 
perhaps the greatest biblical scholar 
produced by the Roman church in 
modern times and who works in the 
shadow of all the church fathers, the 
following: “Verse two refers to the 
indefinite interval of time which 
separates the primordial creation 
from the organization of the terres- 
trial globe as the author is about to 
describe it. This interval gives every 
latitude for explaining the transfor- 
mations which matter has undergone 
according to the diverse scientific 
hypétheses.” If the Church had fol- 
lowed these great students, Protestant 
and’ Catholic, there would not have 
been so great a furor concerning the 
modern theories of science, and it 
would have been much easier to 
winnow the wheat of truth from the 
theories and to throw out the chaff 
of speculative hypothesis. 

As we have said we do not know 
anything of the time element in- 
volved. God may well have first 
created the earth over the course of 
millions or billions of years; or He 
may have done it in the flash of a 
second and then allowed it to go on 
in its perfect form for untold millions 
of years. We do not know. Again, 
efter the earth was blasted in judg- 
ment and had become a wreck and 
a yuin, it may have remained in that 
state for another period of ages. We 
do not know. There is not a line in 
the Bible on that subject. All we 
know is that there are two unknown 
periods to be accounted for—2x to 
express it’ mathematically—and if 
some scientist wants to argue that the 
age of the earth is 2x to the nth de- 
gree, it makes no difference whatso- 
ever to the child of true faith. We 
know that our God spoke the original 
word of creation, materialized the 
original thought of the divine idea 
which became the heavens and the 
earth. We know that it was the hand 
of a holy God which struck the earth 
into ruin because of a great outbreak 
of rebellion, and we know that it was 
the hand of our Lord which moved, 
all in His own time, to bring the earth 
out of that chaos. This was the same 
hand that was later pierced with nails 
for the salvation of the sinner. We 
know, too, that it was the voice of 
our God which spoke the great fiat, 
“Let there be light .. .” And we 
know that that same voice is calling 
unto hearts to return to Him for rest, 
and that that same light is ready to 
shine into darkened hearts to reveal 





the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ 
(2 Cor. 4:6). We know, also, that the 
other verbs in the account of earth’s 
history—God made, God formed, God 
fashioned, God said—are all within 
the power of the omnipotent God who 
said, “For my thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways my 
ways... For as the heavens are higher 
than the earth, so are my ways higher 
than your ways, and my thoughts 
than your thoughts” (Isa. 55:8, 9). 

For one more illustration let us go 
back to the Grand Canyon in Arizona. 
Some time ago, I took my family back 
to my boyhood home in California; 
and, upon our return, we drove down 
from southern Utah to see what is 
certainly among the greatest of all the 
scenic wonders of this earth’s sur- 
face. We arrived at our cabins just 
as darkness was falling, and it was 
night before we were able to go to 
the rim of the canyon. At our feet 
lay a blackness as deep as the night 
above. My children stood beside me 
as I told them what lay at their feet. 
I described the vast chaos that was 
between us and the pinpoints of 
lights, fifteen miles away on the 
southern rim. It could not be seen 
in the darkness of the night, and all 
that I told them had to be taken on 
faith. But next morning we returned 
for the sunrise. First of all we could 
see the outline of far peaks, towering 
high above the canyon. They were 
visible while the pit beneath was still 
in darkness. As the moments passed, 
we began to see the rough outlines 
of the canyon rim, though the bot- 
tom still lay invisible in the darkness. 
It was only when the sun had lighted 
the peaks fully and the canyon’s rim 
was bathed in light that the scene 
below became visible. So it is with 
the study of the Word of God. 

The light of God comes to the 
human heart progressively. He that 
cometh to God must believe that He 
is, and that He is the rewarder of 
them that diligently seek Him (Heb. 
11:6). Then the peaks light up. We 
see Sinai and tremble at the law, 
realizing our death in sin. Then Mt. 
Calvary shines forth and we see the 
Saviour dying in our stead. We be- 
lieve and are saved. Then light grows 
clearer, and we begin to know more 
about ourselves and our daily walk. 
Then we begin to see the light of God 
fall into the great deeps of His eter- 
nal plan; and only then can we hope 
to have the answer to the great ques- 
tions of the past and the future which 
rise out of the fact that there is an 
invisible war which is being fought 
furiously and in which we have a 
greater strategic role than we might 
imagine.

resolution approved at a conference of 
the World Evangelical Fellowship which 
attracted two hundred delegates and 
visitors from thirty countries to Clarens, 
Switzerland in August. 

In another strongly worded resolution 
the WEF declared “the Roman Catholic 
Church justifiably protests against per- 
secution of her members in Communist- 
dominated lands, and yet at the same 
time allows, and in some cases even 
incites, the persecution of Protestants in 
Roman-dominated lands.” 

Delegates approved a plan for a world- 
wide evangelical literature program to 
challenge Communist propaganda. The 
program was outlined by Dr. Clyde W. 
Taylor of Washington, secretary of affairs 
for the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals, a WEF member. 

Lieut. Gen. Sir Arthur Smith of Lon- 
don, re-elected as WEF president, also 
heads the Evangelical Alliance of Great 
Britain. Dr. Paul S. Rees of Minneapolis 
was named a vice president and John 
Bolten of Lawrence, Mass., was elected 
treasurer. 


U. S. More Religious 


The U. S. is becoming more religious. 

In 1952 church membership mounted 
to 92,277,129—an all-time high. The gain 
of more than 4 per cent in church mem- 
bership over the previous year meant 
that 59 per cent of Americans—three out 
of every five—are now members of 
religious bodies. 

The statistics were reported in the 1953 
Yearbook of American Churches pub- 
lished by the National Council of 
Churches. They are based on figures 
given by 251 denominations. 

There was evidence that Protestant 
bodies were gaining more than the

Roman Catholic Church. With a reported 
54,229,963 or 34.7 per cent of the popula- 
tion, Protestants were substantially 
more numerous than the 30,253,427 
Roman Catholics, or 19.3 per cent. 

It’s difficult to compare Protestant and 
Roman Catholic figures since most Prot- 
estant groups do not count children 
under 12 or 13 as members, while Roman 
Catholics count all baptized persons in- 
eluding infants. Furthermore figures for 
both groups include many nominal 
adherents. 


Word of Warning 


With the warning that “eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty,” the Wash- 
ington office of the National Association 
of Evangelicals makes this suggestion 
about the proposed Hill Amendment: 

The provision for federal aid to 
schools from funds received from oil 
offshore should be limited to use by 
public schools. It has been estimated that 
the revenue from this source may 
amount to as much as 240 billion dollars. 
The NAE office also suggests that letters 
to your Congressmen are in order. 


TV Gets More Than Churches 

Americans gave more money to re- 
ligious organizations in 1952 than ever 
before—it was a total of $1,296,000,000— 
but they spent twice as much on tele- 
vision. 

That is, during the same period they 
spent $2,234,000,000 on television sets and 
an additional $476,000,000 to keep their 
television and radio sets in repair. 

These figures were disclosed in the 
annual Department of Commerce report 
on consumer expenditures. 

For the first time in recent history, 
Americans gave more to churches, by a 


~small margin, than they spent attending

movie theatres. This was accomplished 
by an increase in church contributions 
and a reduction in movie attendance. 

The people of the U. S. spent about 
$50,000,000 more on toilet articles and 
cosmetics than they gave their churches, 
spent twice as much for new refriger- 
ators and household appliances, four 
times as much on tobacco, and seven 
times as much on new automobiles. 

In short, church contributions, al- 
though at a record level, still amount to 
about one-half of one per cent of total 
individual expenditures. 


British Bishop Visits Graham 


The recent coronation of Queen Eliza- 
beth II has created an “ideal mood” for 
a religious revival in England, according 
to the Rt. Rev. Hugh R. Gough, bishop 
of Barking. 

Dr. Gough, who with other British 
churchmen visited Evangelist Billy 
Graham during the latter’s campaign in 
Syracuse, N. Y., said that he hopes that 
mood will continue until next spring 
when Graham begins an evangelistic 
effort in London. 

At a luncheon of religious leaders in 
Minneapolis the Anglican bishop de- 
clared that he was sure that Graham’s 
evangelistic methods will appeal to the 
British. Dr. Gough recalled that other 
American evangelists—men like Dwight 
L. Moody—have had a profound effect 
on the spiritual life of Britain. 

“Many people who had never been to 
church in their lives—except for funerals 
and weddings—saw (via television and 
movies) a young woman dedicate herself 
to God,” Dr. Gough stated. “The cere- 
mony made a deep impression upon 
many people who would normally be 
regarded as untouched by spiritual 
feeling.” 

Dr. Gough was accompanied by the 
Rev. J. D. Blinco, minister of Archway 





Hall, London Methodist center, and the 
Rev. A. W. Goodwin-Hudson, vicar of 
St. Mary Magdalene, Anglican church in 
London. 

While attendance at the Syracuse 
meetings was not up to expectations, 
members of Graham’s team said that 
they had witnessed a greater number of 
decisions for Christ than in almost any 
of their previous meetings. 

Graham will conduct a campaign in 
the all-aluminum “Dome of Discovery,” 
portable auditorium seating 14,000 at the 
Michigan State Grounds in Detroit in 
October. He’ll then ship the structure to 
London for the British meetings. 

Graham has just completed a check of 
the proofs of his new book, Peace with 
God which will be released this fall by 
Doubleday. Advance sales had reached 
the 150,000-mark in mid-August.

Mr. Small, who is 
a graduate of the 
University of Cali- 
fornia and San An- 
selmo Theological

will preach twenty-six Sundays of each 
year, devoting a larger amount of his 
time to the widening ministries of the 
Evangelical Foundation, Inc., which em- 
braces his work in the radio, conference, 
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publication and film fields. 

During his four years at the San Jose 
church, Mr. Small greatly expanded the 
Sunday school and youth program. 

Dr. Richard Elvee of Gary, Ind., has 
been elected president of Northwestern 
Schools, Minneapolis, according to an- 
nouncement by the management com- 
mittee of the institution. Elvee, who has 
served Baptist pastorates in Holland, 
Mount Pleasant, Bay City and Muske- 
gon, Mich., and Buffalo, N. Y., most 
recently has served the Central Baptist 
Church of Gary. He is secretary of the 
Council of Fourteen of the General As- 
sociation of Regular Baptist Churches. 
He completed his undergraduate work 
at Alma College, received his master of 
arts degree from the University of Michi- 
gan and his doctorate in education from 
the University of Buffalo.

Gen. William K. Harrison, Jr., 
chief of staff of the United States Armed 
Forces in the Far East and senior dele- 
gate of the United Nations Command 
truce team, has been named to the 
advisory council of the American Tract 
Society. 

Dr. Mendall B. Miller, president of the 
Eree Methodist Central College at Mc- 
Pherson, Kan., has resigned his post to 
accept the appointment as head of the 
department of economics and business 
at Seattle Pacific College. 

Widespread reports that he plans to 
embark on a career as an evangelist 
when his term of office expires have 
been denied by Tennessee’s youthful 
new governor, Frank G. Clement. His 
present plans are to be a candidate for 
public office next year. 

“If and when I leave politics for the 
ministry, it will be when I have a defi- 
nite call from the Lord to do so,” the 
34-year-old executive stated.
